AN ORIGINAL UNSINKABLE SHIP PLAN. 

The announcement that the Navy Department has ap- 
pointed a board of officers headed by Rear Admiral Al- 
bert G. Winterhalter, U.S.N., to investigate the scheme 
devised by William F. Donnelly, a New York consulting 
engineer, for an unsinkable ship calls attention to a plan 
for rendering a vessel unsinkable originated by the late 
Marston Niles, formerly an officer in the U.S. Navy, who 
was appointed to Annapolis in 1860 and remained in the 
Navy until 1871, when he resigned, having reached the 
rank of lieutenant commander. He served in the Navy 
again as a lieutenant during the Spanish-American War, 
being honorably discharged Jan. 14, 1899. Mr. Niles’s 
plan was first made public in thé ARMy AND NAvy JouR- 
NAL in its issue of April 27, 1912, page 1074, subsequent 
to which Mr. Niles delivered an address in explanation 
of his plan before the New York Maritime Exchange on 
June 14, 1912. On the following day the New York Sun 
devoted over a column to Mr. Niles’s exposition of his 
plan. In the same month Mr. Niles published a mono- 
graph of his plan that was entitled, “Lifeships: Memo- 
randum to accompany plate showing Marston Niles’s 
honeycomb hollow deck (or mezzanine deck) system of 
horizontal watertight compartments above the water- 
line, or of substitutes in place thereof, for rendering a 
ship (and any severed parts of her) unsinkable.”’ The 
plate, or illustration, showed the ‘ ‘average section” of a 
ship with nine decks named, the seven above the water- 
line and one level with it being each fitted with his 
hollow or mezzanine deck. Mr. Niles, as will be re- 
membered by our readers, died in 1916. When the Don- 
nelly plan was announced by the chairman of the Naval 
Consulting Board on Feb. 9 in New York city as being 
applied to the former Austrian steamer Lucia, Mr. 
Chauncey Rea Burr, brother-in-law of the late Mr. Niles, 
wrote a letter to the Naval Consulting Board calling at- 
tention to the Niles mezzanine deck plan and Mrs. Niles, 
widow of the originator of this plan, wrote a letter to 
Secretary of the Navy Daniels calling his attention to 
the late Navy officer’s design. 

The Donnelly plan, that is now being tried on “~ 
steamer Lucia at sea on her first voyage thus fitted, 
to have all the spaces between the hull frames and deck 
beams filled in with wooden boxes sheathed with gal- 
vanized iron and soldered watertight, other of these 
flotation boxes being stowed in the cargo holds. The 
total number of the boxes in use in the Lucia is between 
9,000 and 10,000, and they reduce her cargo carrying 
capacity from ten to fourteen per cent. The Niles plan 
is applied solely beneath the decks beginning with the 
lower deck, on the waterline. In the section shown in 
Mr. Niles’s monograph the mezzanine of the orlop deck 
would be only two feet in depth, that of the lower deck 
being the same depth while that of the main deck would 
be two and a half feet, the upper decks the same, the 
shelter decks increasing to three and a half feet while 
those of the promenade and extra decks would be three 
feet each. The ‘tween decks headroom in each ease, 

above the waterline, would be seven feet. This section 
illustrated “the ship’s buoying power above the water- 
line as compared with that below the waterline—a power 
almost double for an equal vertical dimension; and the 
general arrangement and advisable distribution of the 
successive hollows which in this system becomes buoyant 
spaces one after another and float the vessel as she sinks, 
deck after deck, whenever her present vertical bulk- 
head system has become ineffective and she begins to 
founder. The floating power thus developed increases 
enormously with the subsidence. The lower she gets in 
the water the more surely is she held up by her newly 
gained displacement.’ 

Mr. Niles pointed out that the underwater spaces of 
a seagoing vessel cannot be minutely subdivided by verti- 
cal transverse or vertical longitudinal compartments 
owing to the machinery, the necessary locomotion of the 
crew and passengers. Double bottoms are. very useful, 
yet in a collision the inner bottom may be punched or 
sliced by the same blow that ruins the outer bottom. “In 
short,” he wrote, “it is wholly impossible to combine a 
living space and a sure and permanent flotation space 
in one and the same location. Each of these two spaces 
must be fairly isolated from the other. Now there is 
not room below the waterline for both of them, so 
isolated.” 

It was to rectify this grave defect in all former plans 
for making an unsinkable ship that Mr. Niles proposed 
to replace the “lost flotation” of a sinking ship by “sure, 
permanent, independent new flotation spaces, already 
provided above the waterline.” These, he foresaw, must 


‘ reach from bow to stern and from port to starboard 


everywhere (save where pierced for hatches, funnels, 
etc.) ; they must be placed in thin horizontal tiers (so 
as not to interrupt locomotion, ete.) one tier to each 
deck above the waterline. In most ships, he stated, enough 
space for this purpose could be carved out of the now 
useless upper air spaces on each deck. He even antedated 
the Donnelly plan of flotation boxes in the cargo holds by 
stating: “If in any vessel enough new flotation space 
cannot be got from the upper space of each deck without 
making it too low for locomotion, then take hence as 
much height as can properly be taken and supply the 
lack with small blocks of space reaching from the bot- 
tom to the top of the deck, located here and there, and 
never interfering with locomotion.” 

The Niles plan acknowledged that these horizontal 
tiers should be something more than a single water- 
tight compartment. It proposed honeycombing each of 
them with small air tanks, independent of each other 
and separated from each other by several inches, so 
that a shock or puncture, or a distortion of the ship’s 
figure, shall not spread the injury beyond some little 
distance. These air tanks,” it continues may be made 
of any fit light, cheap material. . .. Where a _ builder 
thinks it too expensive in a vessel to be built, or in the 
ease of a vessel already built, the same hollow deck 
principle can substantially be followed by introducing 
small cheap air tanks above referred to, into the upper 
unused spaces of each deck, between and below the 
beams, by riveting them to the underside of the deck. 
Mr. Niles brought his monograph, in its main argu- 
ment. to an end with these words: 

“This system is automatic in a true sense, and it 
eliminates as far perhaps as is possible the human ele- 
ment in device and in execution—an element which is 
apt either to overreach itself or else fall altogether short. 
By this system, instantly a ship begins to sink in a 
collision, her sinking begins to float her, exactly as upon 
her launching. Her settling develops the flotation power 
of those spaces which have been provided for that pur- 
pose in successiop as she settles; and when at last she 
has come to ride as deep as the architect has thought 
proper, she will stay at that flotation line, now quite 
unsinkable, a lifeship, a ship fool-proof.”

ARMY UNIFORM REGULATIONS. 
SPECIAL REGULATIONS NO. 41, 1917. 
Changes No. 1, Dec. 29, 1917, War Dept. 

Paragraphs 4, 16, 27, 60, 62, 64, 67, 68, 92, 93, 95, 96, 
97, 103, 114, 120 and 129, Special Regulations No. 41, 
Uniform Regulations, 1917, are changed, and Para- 
graphs 21%, 37% and 64% are added. 

These changes, just released, were printed in advance 
of their final revision, in our issue of Jan. 5, pages 710, 
711, and that text, with a few exceptions, is correct. The 
exceptions are in the changes of Paragraphs 62, 68 and 
103, which, as finally revised, we print below: 

62. BADGES AND MEDALS.—Change reference to para- 
graph 64 (j) (1) 12, in last line of subparagraph (d), to read 
**paragraph 64 (j) (1) 14.’’ (S.R. No. 41, C. No. 1, Dec. 29, 
1917.) 

68. BRASSARDS.—Brassards will be worn as follows: 

1. On the right upper arm— 

(a) Blue.—By agents and signalmen. 

(b) Green.—By guides and scouts. 

(c) Red.—By orderlies and messengers. 

(d) White.—By trench cleaners. 

(e) Yellow.—By members of carrying parties (muni- 
tions, material, food, water). 

(f) Khaki with word ‘‘SALVAGE’’ in red letters.— 
By members of salvage parties. 

(g) Blue denim with letters ‘‘M.P.’’ outlined in 
white thread.—-By members of military police. 

2. On the left upper arm— 

(h) Red Cross.—In time of war with a signatory of 
the Geneva Convention, all persons in the mili- 
tary service rendered neutral by the terms of 
said convention will wear a brassard of white 
cloth with a red Geneva cross in the center 
while on duty in the field of operations. 

Brassards (a) to (g) will be furnished by the Quartermaster 
Corps; (hk) by the Medical Department. (S.R. No. 41, C. No. 
1, Dec. 29, 1917.) 

103. OVERCOAT.—Change subparagraph (d) and add sub- 
paragraphs (e€) and (f) as follows: 

(d) When, in the opinion of the commanding officer, climatic 
conditions make it advisable, officers may be permitted to wear, 
only in the field, at training camps, or at cantonments, a short, 
double-breasted overcoat of drab moleskin cloth lined with 
sheepskin or other suitable material and provided with a six- 
inch rolling collar either of sheepskin dyed beaver shade or of 
moleskin and with two outside lower pockets. 

Although the wearing of this coat is permissible under the 
conditions named above, it should not be so construed by com- 
manding officers as to result in a part of the officers of a regi- 
ment wearing at formations under arms in the field this short 
coat and others at the same time wearing the olive-drab over- 
coat. (Par. 103 (b).) All should wear it or none. The wear- 
ing of mixed uniforms at formations under arms is not per- 
missible. 

(e) Mackinaw coats, or a similar garment, will be issued to 
drivers of motor trucks, motor cars, motor ambulances, and 
motorcycles, in lieu of the olive-drab overcoat. 

(f) Enlisted men on mine planters and cable ships may be 
permitted to wear, for work on the water only, a short canvas 
peajacket, blanket or canvas lined, of a uniform type. (S.R. 
No. 41, C. No, 1, Dec. 29, 1917.) 

CUBAN AND HAITIAN BADGES FOR NAVY. 

Replying to numerous inquiries, we republish here- 
with the orders of May 23, 1916, and June 22, 1917, 
authorizing the issue of service badges to the Navy and 
Marine Corps on account of participation in the Cuban 
Pacification of 1906-1909 and the Haitian campaign of 
1915. The orders follow: 

G.O. 216, MAY 23, 1916, NAVY DEPT. 
CUBAN PACIFICATION BADGES, 

1. By authority of the President, the service badge of the 
Army of Cuban pacification authorized by G.O. 35, Navy Dept., 
Aug. 13, 1909, will be issued gratuitously to all officers and 
enlisted men of the Navy, or who have been in the Navy, and 
who served ashore in Cuba in connection with Cuban pacifica- 
tion between Sept. 12, 1906, and April 1, 1909. 

2. Commanding officers will submit to the Bureau of Navi- 
gation, Navy Department, a list of all officers and enlisted men 
under their command who are entitled to this badge, giving 
the names of officers in order of rank, and next those of 
enlisted men in alphabetical order, the list showing name and 
present rank; service in connection with Cuban pacification and 
rank; dates covering period of service in Cuba. 

3. The Chief of Bureau of Navigation will verify the state- 
ment of service and will distribute the badges. 

4; When the service of an officer or an enlisted man has not 
been honorable subsequent to his service in connection with 
Cuban pacification, the badge will not be issued to him. 





G.O. 305, JUNE 22, 1917, NAVY DEPT. 
HAITI CAMPAIGN BADGE. 

To commemorate the services performed by the personnel 
of the Navy and Marine Corps during the recent operations in 
Haiti, a campaign badge, to be known as The Haiti Campaign 
Badge, will be issued to the officers and men who participated 
in those operations. 

The period for which this badge will be issued is from 
July 9, 1915, to Dec. 6, 1915, and any officer or enlisted man 
of the Navy or Marine Corps who served in Haiti during this 
period, or part of such period, is entitled to this badge, as 
are also the officers and enlisted men who were attached to 
the vessels mentioned in the following list between the dates 
mentioned opposite each vessel: 

Name of vessel and period. of service, both dates inclusive 
in 1915: Washington, July 9-Dec. 6; Marietta, Aug. 31-Sept. 
19; Marietta, Dec. 2-6; Castine, Aug. 4-Dec. 6; Prairie, Nov. 
7-Dec. 6; Osceola, Aug. 8-Nov. 2; Nashville, July 9-Dec. 6; 
Sacramento, Sept. 9-Dec. 6; Culgoa, Sept. 6-Oct. 8; Celtic, 
Oct. 28-Nov. 9; Celtic, Nov. 28-Dec. 6; Eagle, July 9-Nov. 2; 
Connecticut, Aug. 4-Dec. 2; Solace, Aug. 9-Sept. 24; Patuxent, 
Nov. 1-Dec. 6. 

Commanding officers will forward to the Bureau of Navi- 
gation lists of officers and enlisted men who are entitled to 
this campaign badge, such list showing in the case of each 
individual the rank or rate, vessel, and time and place of 
service, 

The order authorizing the Mexican Service Badge to 
the Navy and Marine Corps appeared on page 969, Feb. 
23, 1918. 

IMPROVEMENT IN OUR GUN STEEL. 

Engineers of the U.S. Navy have beaten Germany at 
her own game by producing gun steel of unparalleled ex- 
cellence, Hudson Maxim, inventor of high explosives, 
told the American Institute of Mining Engineers at their 
meeting in New York city on Feb. 19. This new metal, 
when shells are fired, resists erosion to a degree which 
doubles a gun’s value. 

“T am not allowed to go very far into this matter be- 
cause of my connection with the work of the Nayal Con- 
sulting Board,” Mr. Maxim said. “But I can say that 
at the outset we feared the German big guns were lined 
with a metal superior to ours. We have examined sev- 
eral of their largest which have been captured and have 
found that the American field guns are not nearly so 
apt to wear out as the German pieces. The Navy De- 
partment has been able to fire 250 shots from a 14-inch 
gun and still fire accurately. Our guns can now fire 
twice as much ammunition as can be carried on a ship 
without serious danger of-erosion. When war began we 
believed Germany far ahead of us in making steel for 
guns which would prevent erosion. Now we know that 
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if Germany wins it will be in spite of the fact that we 
have better steel. In addition, the duPont Powder Com- 
pany has developed a powder which burns with a mini- 
mum of erosion in the gun.” 

Mr. Maxim read a paper by Henry M. Howe, attached 
to the U.S. Army Ordnance Department, stating that his 
microscopic studies of his gun bores convinced him that 
erosion might be retarded by cooler powders and graph- 
ite lubrication. In a discussion of this paper Institute 
members stated that the inner lining of a 14-inch gun 
costing $60,000 wears away after 170 shots. It takes 
five months in a factory to reline the barrel at a cost of 
$18,000. 

COLLEGE MEN IN THE SERVICES. 

Princeton has about 8,000 men in the United States 
Service, according to statistics gathered by the Univer- 
sity War Records and including reports up to Feb. 1. 
About one-third, or 1,200 of this number, are commis- 
In the Army there are 1,416; in the 
Navy, 389; in aviation, 287; in the Marine Corps, 27; 
in the Medical Corps, 382. In non-combatant service 
are 162 Y.M.C.A. men, 46 Red Cross workers and 36 in 
different lines of service. 

Three brigadier generals, three colonels, nine lieuten- 
ant colonels, thirty-one majors, 320 captains, 290 first 
lieutenants, 331 second lieutenants, thirty-one lieutenants 
of unrecorded grade, four chaplains and 590 non-com- 
missioned officers make up the Princeton list of honors 
for the Army. In the Navy are three commanders, six 
lieutenant commanders, five lieutenants, seven lieuten- 
ants (J.G.), six lieutenants of unrecorded grade, seventy 
ensigns, nine paymasters and 281 non-commissioned offi- 
cers. Army aviators number one major, eight captains, 
forty-three first lieutenants, seven second lieutenants and 
180 non-commissioned officers. In the naval air service 
are one captain, one lieutenant, one ensign and thirty- 
five non-commissioned men. 

More than 900 Williams College men out of a total of 
4,000 living alumni are enrolled in the military organ- 
ization of the United States. This information, with 
statistics to bear it out, is contained in the first copy of 
a new publication printed by the Williams Club and 
known as Ephraim Williams—a Soldier. The publica- 
tion is so named in honor of the founder of Williams 
College, who was a colonel of Massachusetts troops in 
the wars with the French and Indians in the middle of 
the eighteenth century. Colonel Williams fell at Fort 
Ticonderoga in 1755. By the terms of his will Williams 
College was founded. Williams men always have rallied 
quickly to the colors in any war activities of the United 
States. In the present war nearly twenty-five per cent. 
of all Williams men are in the Army.

NAVY NEEDS MORE “EYES.” 

More than 20,000 binoculars, spy glasses, telescopes, 
sextants and chronometers have been received by the 
Navy as a result of the appeal sent out by Assistant 
Secretary Roosevelt for these necessary articles as “eyes” 
for the watch officers serving on vessels in the war zone. 
In one day alone 3,000 were received. However, this 
generous response does not meet the demand and many

“The very nature of the warfare being waged by sub- 
marines,” said Mr. Roosevelt, “calls for unceasing watch- 
ing and the most vigilant lookout. It is absolutely essen- 
tial that all officers and men in this work be supplied 
with reliable glasses. No more can be obtained from the 
foreign makers and the Government must depend, to a 
large extent, upon those who will loan these articles for 
the Service. It should be distinctly understood, however, 
that opera and theater glasses are not suitable for this 
work. What is needed are binoculars, field and spy 
glasses, telescopes, sextants and chronometers. The 
owner’s name and address should be placed on each 
article so that a complete record may be kept. All 
glasses sent will be acknowledged as promptly as prac- 
ticable with the work of registering and engraving each 
article with the name of the owner with a view to its 
being returned at the end of the war.”

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CHANGES IN COAST GUARD UNIFORMS. 
Several changes in the uniform for warrant officers of 
the U.S. Coast Guard are specified in a Navy Depart-

ment circular dated Dec. 27, 1917. Under the Regula- 
tions as now amended the overcoat and blue blouse for 
warrant officers will be of the same style and design as 
authorized. for commissioned officers. There will be no 
change in the insignia, but sleeve marks are provided 
for masters’ mates, boatswains and gunners, to be worn 
on the blue service blouse, and shoulder marks are au- 
thorized to be worn on service overcoats and white ser- 
vice blouses. 

The olive drab coat is to be trimmed with braid of the 
same color as the coat and is to be trimmed in the same 
manner as the blue service coat. The olive drab coat for 
keepers shall be made of Army standard drab cotton 
cloth of the same design, cut and fit as the blue service 
coat described in the Amendments to Uniform Regula- 
tions dated Dec. 27, 1917. The white duck blouse or 
coat for warrant oflicers is not to be changed, but re- 
mains as directed in the present Regulations. Shoulder 
marks are authorized to be worn with it. Following are 
extracts from the circular: 

Navy Dept., U.S. Coast Guard, Washington, Dec. 27, 1917. 

The “Regulations governing the uniforms for warrant officers 
and enlisted persons in the United States Coast Guard, 1916,” 
are amended as follows: 

Page 7. Strike out Article 12 and substitute the following: 

Blue Service Coat——tThe service coat shall be of dark navy- 
blue cloth, flannel or serge, shaped to the figure, descending to 
the top of the inseam of the trousers. There shall be a slit over 
each hip, extending on the right side five inches from the bottom 
of the coat and on the left side as high as the position of the 
lower edge of the sword belt. The coat shall be single-breasted, 
with a fly front fitted with plain flat buttons of black. gutta- 
percha, or similar material, and a standing collar. The collar, 
edges of the coat, side seams of the back from the shoulder to 
the lower edge of the skirt, and edges of the hip slits to five 
inches from bottom of coat, shall be trimmed with lustrous 
black mohair braid one and a quarter inches wide laid on flat, 
beside which at a distance of one-eighth of an inch, with an 
overhand turn three-eighths of an inch in diameter at each 





change of direction, a narrow black-silk braid one-eighth of an 
inch wide shall be placed. All seams to be plain. Inside the 
front of the collar shall be fitted a small tongue of the same 


material as the coat, to be worn across the opening between 
the front edges of the collar, thus rendering the wearing of a 
tie unnecessary. 

Sleeve marks.—Master’s mates, boatswains and gunners, the 
shield prescribed for commissioned officers, but no stripes, the 
shield to be placed four inches from the edge of the sleeve; 
keepers, machinists, carpenters and sailmakers, no sleeve marks, 

Page 9. Strike out Article 23 and substitute the following: 

Overcoat.—To be an ulster of dark navy-blue cloth (smooth- 
faced), lined with dark-blue or black material, the bottom of the 
skirt to be from nine to twelve inches from the ground, double- 
breasted, made to button to the neck, with rolling collar of the 
same material as the coat and broad enough when turned up to 
protect the ears; seven plain, flat, black buttons, one and a 
quarter inches in diameter, on ‘each front, the lower buttons to 
be placed as low as the knee, the others to be equally spaced 
up tc the throat; an outside pocket in each breast, the openings 
te be up and down, and the lower part of the openings to be 
level with the elbow; an up-and-down slit over the left hip long 
enough to allow the short sling of the sword belt to pass 
through it and the sword to be hooked up (about four inches) ; 
slit to be strengthened on inside by suitable material. 

Overcoats shall be made full in the back and fitted with two 
straps let into the side seams in the back above the hips; the 
right strap shall have two small buttons of the overcoat pattern, 
about two inches apart, and the left two corresponding button- 
holes the same distance apart. ‘The rear slit of the overcoat 
shall extend not more than twenty-five inches nor less than 
twenty inches from the bottom of the garment and with the 
right flayf on the outside. 

No sleeve marks, 

The shoulder marks shall be worn on the overcoat at all 
times, except that they shall be omitted when the overcoat is 
worn with civilian dress. 

Nore.—Retired officers on active duty, and also keepers, may 
wear overcoats conforming to the “Uniform Regulations, 1916,” 
if in good condition, provided they are fitted with the back 
straps specified above and for shoulder marks. 

Add the following: 

Shoulder Marks.—23%. Shoulder marks for all warrant 
officers to be of blue cloth lined with black silk, worked over 
one thickness of haircloth or similar stiffening material, four 
and one-half to five and one-quarter inches long on the side, two 
and one-quarter inches wide, with a symmetrical] triangular 
peak at the top extending one inch beyond the parallel sides; 
at the center of the peak a small gilt Coast Guard button. The 
rank of the officer will be indicated by his corps device as worn 
on the collar of thé Service coat, embroidered on the shoulder 
mark one-fourth inch clear of its end, that part of the device 
which points down when on the collar pointing out on the 
shoulder mark, 
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SEAIWORTHINESS OF SUBMARINE CHASERS. 


No better evidence as to the fine seaworthiness of the 
110-foot American submarine chasers could be given 
than the remarkable record made by the chaser which, 
under a French crew, safely weathered a great gale in 
the Atlantic for thirty-nine days. This storm is de- 
scribed as one of the worst that ever swept the Atlantic. 
Secretary of the Navy Daniels states that the chaser in 
question became separated from the convoy on Jan. 15 
last. She had been given up for lost when the message 
was received on Feb. 26 that her French crew had saved 
the craft by a remarkable feat of navigation. 

“In the storm the engines were disabled and the boat 
was left adrift far out at sea,” says Secretary Daniels. 
“The crew managed to rig up a sail made from bed cover- 
ings and were able to make two or three knots before 
the wind. There were no navigating instruments ex- 
cept a compass aboard and the crew had to estimate 
their positions. They sailed for thirty-nine days, going 
on short rations, and finally reached port.” The name 
of the port was not made public. 

The crew had been unable to make repairs on the en- 
gines, apparently, and had to depend entirely on their 
makeshift sail. Most of the American built submarine 
chasers are equipped with gasolene engines, although 
some were made with oil engines. They have a navigat- 
ing radius of about 3,000 miles and were designed to 
stay out on patrol for thirty days. There have beep 
rumors that the 110-foot chasers were poor sea boats, 
but the facts made public by Secretary Daniels demon- 
strates that they are thoroughly seaworthy under proper 
handling, beyond any doubt. 
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GROWTH OF OUR SMALL ARMS SUPPLY. 

The Ordnance Department of the Army is greatly 
pleased over the increased output of the modified Enfield 
rifles which are being received at the rate of more than 
250,000 a month and the stock of rifles now in reserve 
in the arsenals is than 150,000. The quantity 
production is now coming at this rate at least two months 
ahead of the time predicted by General Crozier of its 
time for arrival and shows the efficiency of the Ameri- 
ean manufacturer takes hold of a situation 
with the determination to accomplish results. At the 
present rate of production it will not be long before the 
Ordnance Department and the manufacturers will be 
faced with something of a problem of keeping the fac- 
tories busy when the necessary surplus has been pro- 
duced and stored to await the calls from the Army. It 
is not considered that at present there is any pressing 
necessity for the accumulation of large reserves of rifles. 

Although the estimate is that five rifles are required 
for each rifle that mean that 
man in the Infantry division must be supplied with that 
number, for only two-fifths of each division are so sup- 
plied, and it is for that reason there is now a surplus 
of producing power as compared with the number of 
rifles required to maintain the supply. Of course the 
demand for rifles will be steady as the troops are sent 
abroad and as new drafts are called they must be sup- 
plied, but there is now on hand an ample number of 
rifles for training purposes and similar demands for 
some time. 

In an effort to satisfy general curiosity as to our 
small arms supply, Secretary Baker issued a statement 
on Feb. 22 that reads in part as follows: 

Rifle and cartridge production in the United States 
has developed in volume and in quality of product on a 
scale assuring the satisfactory equipment of the Army. 
During the week ending Feb. 2, 1918, the daily. produc- 
tion of rifles was as follows:

Total production for that week of such rifles was 50,- 
872, or nearly enough for three Army divisions. 

In addition) during that week, there were procured 
daily either by manufacture or acceptance of rifles al- 
ready made, 3,868 Russian rifles, making a total daily 
production of 13,115. The weekly procurement for mod- 
els of 19083 and 1917 and for Russian rifles was 72,152, 
which Ordnance Department officials believe was a 
greater number of rifles than any nation ever produced 
in equal time. Our weekly production of rifles, ten 
months after war was declared, was four times as great 
as the weekly production of rifles in Great Britain after 
ten months of war (itself an excellent achievement), 
and twice as large as the pfoduction in Great Britain 
after two and a half years of war. 

Daily rifle production by the Ordnance Department 
for the week ending Feb. 9, 1918, was:

Production for that week was 46,792 of the models of 


1917 and 1903 and 24,400 of Russian rifles, or a total 
of 71,192. 

Since April 6, 1917, the Ordnance Department has 
manufactured and.procured more than 700,000 of the 
Service rifles, Model of 1903 and Model of 1917. This 
is 100,000 more rifles than were available at the time 
of our declaration of war. We have to-day a total of 
1,300,000 Service rifles. We have in addition 160,000 
Krags, 100,000 Russian rifles and some 20,000 Ross 
rifles, or a total of about 280,000 training rifles. 

Production has been hampered by the difficulty of 
procuring steet, especially receiver steel, caused by sus- 
pension of manufacturing due to coal shortage, and there 
also has been Cifficulty in obtaining skilled labor for 
rifle manufacture, the labor turnover experienced being 
heavy. Despite these handicaps production has often 
exceeded the estimates of Ordnance officers charged with 
the work. During January the procuction of ball cart- 
ridges, caliber .30, model of 1906, and of eight. milimeter 
cartridges averaged 7,300,000 a day. 

To achieve the rifle and ammunition production pro- 
gram the Government has expended or has obligated 
itself to expend, during ten months of war, $400,000,000, 
and some 200 officers, 80,000 men and 10,000 women 
have been engaged exclusively in the manufacture of 
rifles and cartridges. Two Government plants and three 
privately owned plants are engaged in making rifles and 
one Government plant and nine privately owned plants 
are engaged in cartridge manufacture. Ordnance ex- 
perts in this country and in Europe are in agreement 
that the U.S. Army is being equipped with two of the 
best three rifles in the world. Production has been ad- 
ministered by the Small Arms Division of the Ordnance 
Department, Col. John T. Thompson, U.S.A., retired, 
chief. Those associated with him were: Major L.. P. 
Johnson, assistant to the chief; Major J. T. Kenyon, 
Chief Inspector of Small Arms; Lieut. Col. J. E. Mun- 
roe, Chief Inspector of Small Arms Ammunition; Lieut. 
Col. Charles Elliott Warren, Procurements Section ; 
Major E. A.. Shepard, Finance Section; Major Hayden 
Eames, Production Section; Major M. G. Baker, Pur- 
chase Section, and Major L. O. Wright, Engineering 
Section. The special services of the Small Arms Divi- 
sion having been satisfactorily rendered, the several. sec- 
tions have now been absorbed by corresponding sections 
of the Ordnance Department. 

The U.S: rifle, model of 1917, has now been tested in 
the service of the Army a sufficient time to warrant the 
statement that it more than justifies the claims that have 
been made for it. Officers and enlisted men have received 
it with unqualified favor and the correctness of the Ord- 
nance Department's: decision at the opening of the war 
to adopt a modified Enfield to supplement the supply of 
Springfield rifles is no longer in doubt among military 
men here or abroad. 

The actual needs of the Army have been met, not as 
quickly as desired, but the final results justify the tem- 
porary delay and all of the advantages of an improved 
and standardized rifle have been realizea. 
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TO AID THE SECRETARY OF WAR. 

Secretary of War Baker has recently expressed his con- 
fidence in the ultimate passage of the bill which provides 
two additional Assistant Secretaries of War, and out- 
lined in further detail the duties these assistant secre- 
taries will undertake when appointed. The First Assist- 
ant Secretary of War, the present Assistant Secretary, 
under the plan of Secretary Baker will practically be the 
understudy of the Secretary of War and will relieve the 
Secretary of much of the detail work of the Department, 
enabling the Secretary to give the greater part of his 
time to questions of policy and the larger matters of the 
Department. It will be the duty of the Second Assistant 
Secretary of War to have charge and supervision over the 
industrial and commercial activities of the Department, 
purchases and contracts and all supplies. The Third 
Assistant will have charge of the work of organization 
of all the non-military life of the soldiers. The work 
of the organization of eamp life activities. will be under 
the direction of the Third Assistant Secretary and he 
will exercise a supervision over the activities of such or- 
ganizations as the Y.M.C.A. and. Knights of -Celumbus 
and the fraternal orders as well asthe social work .in 
ali the camps. 

Much interest is being manifested in the probable 
selections for the new offices, and it is believed that the 
President will select as the Second Assistant Secretary a 
representative financier who is now working in the War 
Department with important responsibilities. Much con- 
fidence is expressed that the Third Assistant Secretary 
will be a social worker who has been active for many 
months in organizing such matters as the “Smileage 
Campaign” and many of the features that have tended 
to make for the comfort and the pleasure of the men in 
the camps. The belief is almost universal that the 
President will not select an Army officer either from the 
active or retired list for any of the new positions. There 
is no uncertainty over the retention of Assistant Secre- 
tary of War Crowell as the First Assistant Secretary of 
War. His authority, however, will be materially in- 
creased with his added responsibilities.

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The Secretary of War has issued the following state- 
ment: “Considerable confusion has arisen concerning the 
purpose and meaning of the new regulations under Sec- 
tion 12 of the Draft Act in regard to the sale, gift and 
serving of liquor to soldiers in uniform. The purpose 
of these regulations is to facilitate the detection and 
conviction of bootleggers who have been furnishing liquor 
to soldiers outside the zones surrounding the camps. 
Heretofore gifts of liquor to soldiers outside such zones 
did not violate either the law or the regulation there- 
under. Much liquor was being furnished soldiers by boot- 
leggers who operated out of saloons, in alleys, in rooms 
in hotels, rooming; houses and other secret places. It 
was almost impossible to prove sales in such cases and 
many law-breakers escaped prosecution, because the only 
offense that the law or the regulations covered was the 
sale of liquor to soldiers. The regulations do not relax 
in any way the grip which the Government has on the 
situation, but, on the contrary, greatly strengthen this 
grip. It will now be possible to convict the vast ma- 


jority of bootleggers who are found handing liquor to - 


soldiers without having to prove a sale. The exception 
as to the private homes outside zones does not give any 
liberty of action which did not already exist before these 
new regulations were promulgated and-moreover does 
not allow any subterfuge which would violate either the 
letter or the spirit of the law. If this exception is abused 
I shall not of course hesitate to recommend to the Presi- 
dent the further extension of the regulations.” 





The records of the War Department show that from 


the beginning of training in June, 1917, up to Feb: 22, . 


the fatalities at military aviation fields in this country 
have been fifty-one, viz.: Ten officers and twenty-nine 
cadets killed in training flights, and. twelve men killed 
in unauthorized flights and ground accidents. Since the 
training of aviators began in this country our student 
aviators have flown considerably more than 100,000 
miles. Considering the large number of men in training 
and the number of miles flown the fatalities have been 
remarkably low. While it is regretted that fifty-one 
deaths have occurred, it should be noted that many 
hundreds of hitherto inexperienced men have been learn- 
ing to fly. Their early flights are under the guidance of 
an instructor, and prior: to these flights two or more 
months are spent in preliminary ground work. There 
comes a time, however, when every student aviator must 
take his machine up alone and every precaution has been 
taken to reduce the number of accidents and safeguard 
the aviator in his solo flights. Taking into account the 
ordinary hazards of their occupation, the development of 
a comparatively new art, and the ratio of accidents in 
the everyday fields of endeavor, it is felt that the fatality 
record among America’s student aviators will compare 
favorably with those of other countries, and, while dis- 
tressing, it is not discouraging. 
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A Russian government statement that was received in 
London on Feb. 23 quotes a new peace offer from Ger- 
many which was signed by the German Foreign Secretary 
von Kuhlmann and a lieutenant general of the German 
army whose name was not given.

And in spite of Germany's 
talk about “self-determination: of peoples’ these terms 
state that the Teutonic powers “have the intention to de- 
fine further the fate of these regions in agreement with 
their population,” referring to Poland, Courland, Fin- 
land, etc. y ; 
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Our own forces are taking an increasingly important 
part in the operations in the West, writes Secretary 
Baker in his review of the military operations for the 
week ending Feb: 23. -He continues: “Last week we 
recorded the participation of our Artillery in the very 
successful thrust made.by the French in the region of the.

The leading article in the January-February number 
of the Professional Memoirs of the Corps of Engineers,

John Mills; “Rail and. Motor Transport as Applied to 
Military Operations” by Col. P. 8S. Bond; .“Organiza- 
tion and Duties for Trench Fighting’ by Capt. O. N. 
Solbert, in collaboration with George Bertrand of the 
French army; and “Mining Operations, Especially for 
Infantry,” translated from the French by Col W. R. 
Livermore, U.S:A., editor of the publication. Capt. Gor- 
don R. Young also contributes a biographical sketch of 
Rufus Putnam. In an editorial note it is stated that a 
change in the title of the magazine is contemplated owing 
to the fact that the present one does not fully indicate 
the present scope of the magazine which includes articles 
of interest to all branches of the Service. 
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A committee of American artists has been formed by 
the War Department to make recommendations of artists 
for service abroad, those selected for this duty to re- 
ceive commissions in the grade of captain, Engineer Re- 
serve Corps. Eight American artists have been recom- 
mended by this committee for captain’s commissions to 
serve as official artists for the Army with the Expedi- 
tionary Forees in France, as follows: Lieut. J. André 
Smith, etcher, now in the Engineers’ rye Corps; 
Lieut. Walter J. Enright, illustrator, now in the Signal 
Reserve Corps; Harvey Dunn, painter, Chicago; George 
Wright, illustrator; William J. Aylward, painter; Harry 
Townsend, painter, and Wallace Morgan, illustrator, all 
of New York city; and Ernest C. Peixotto, painter, San 
Francisco. Final selection of artists recommended for 
such service is made by Major Gen. W. M. Black, Chief 
of Engineers, and Lieut. Col. James G. Steese, Corps of 
Engineers, with Major Kendall Banning, 8.R.C., in ad- 
visory capacity. General Pershing recently cabled the 
War Department for four official artists for special ser- 
vice and these will be selected from the list of artists 
who have been recommended. 
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Brig. Gen. Evan M. Johnson, N.A,, made the leading 
address at a luncheon given in the Hofel Astor in New 
York city on Feb. 16 as a part of a Boy Scouts of 


America recruiting campaign. General Johnson, after 
praising the Boy Scout movement; reverted to his own 
immediate task of training soldiers and declared: “For 


the first time in our history we are training scientifically. _ 


We have not 4° an army of politicians in the field, with 
political officers, thank God. We are not only training 
our soldiers, we are fraining our boys. Subordination 
is another thing that the Boy Scout movement is teach- 
ing this country. We don’t know what subordination 
means in the United States to-day. We have not got it, 
As I said a moment ago, we are a lawless race. As chil- 
dren, we defy our parents. If we can’t get our way by 
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insubordination,.we -wheedle. The only salvation for 
our country is universal training. If we-are to maintain 
our high ideals we have got to have a Nation. of men 
who cam get out and fight effectively, if need be.” 

Police Commissioner Richard E. Enright of New York 
city wisely intends to encourage and aid in developing 
the old Home Defense League into an efficient Police 
Reserve force. In an address to some 600 of the officers 
on Feb. 19-Commissioner Enright said in part: “I want 
your organization to be ready for an emergency and be 
fit all the time, for I am counting on you, and I told 
the Army men so. Army officers have volunteered to 
give the latest method of drill and put you on an equal 
footing with the Regular Army. Select your men be- 
tween the ages of eighteen and forty-five and make a 
special effort for men around the age eligible for ap- 
pointment to the Police Department. e may need 
them. I shall appoint a board of control to act on ideas 
I desire you to submit.” With only seventeen dissenting 
votes the name of the old-organization was changed to 
Police Reserve of the City of “New York. 
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President Wilson signed an order on Feb. 25 au- 
thorizing the construction of a water power dam at 
Muscle Shoals, Ala., as part of the $60,000,000 project 
for a Government plant there for the fixation of at- 
mospherie nitrogen for use in the manufacture of muni- 
tions and fertilizer. The dam site has been offered to 
the Government without cost by the Alabama Power 
Company, which also has agreed to transfer options on 
about seventy-five per cent. of the land which would be 
affected by the overflow from the dam. Announcement 
that the Government would spend approximately $60,- 
000,000 at Muscle Shoals, which is on the Tennessee 
River, was made on Feb. 23, but details of the project 
were withheld. 








Our Navy is making use of a tag which is unique 
among all identification tags for the reason that it carries 
the thumb print of the bearer, says the Scientific Ameri- 
ean. The tag is made of monel metal and is unaffected 
by the corrosive action of sea water. It is quite small, 
measuring in oval shape 1% by 1% inches. It is per- 
forated at one end so that it can be s nded from the 
neck by a wire braid, which in turn is encased in a 
cotton covering. On one side appear the name and 
initials of the wearer, the month, day and year of en- 
listment and month, day and year of birth. “U.S.N.” is 
added, and when the owner is an officer, his rank and 
= of appointment. On the reverse side is the finger 
print. 
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At a meeting held in the office of Secretary of War 
Baker on Feb. 25 representatives of the industry re- 
ported that every manufacturer of airplanes and airplane 
engines for the Government was up to schedule or ahead 
of it. The meeting was called at the suggestion of Chair- 
man Howard E. Coffin, of the Aircraft Production 
Board, who thought it would help to co-ordinate the tre- 
mendous task being performed by manufacturers scat- 
tered throughout the nation. Secretary Baker compli- 
mented them on their achievements. The Secretary was 
manifestly pleased with the enthusiasm of the representa- 
tives and stated that substantial progress is being made 
on all training, advanced training and combat planes. 
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A large number of promising young men have been 
making application for enlistment at New York for the 
Coast Guard Service, and quite a number have been 
selected, and enlisted. Capt. G. L. Carden, U.S.C.G., 
who is in charge cf the division at New York, and also 
of the loading of all explosives, has 300 enlisted men 
under him. These men are used as guards on patrol 
vessels and on barges carrying explosives to enforce, to 
the letter, the regulations governing the moving: of all 
explosives. The Barge Office at the Battery has been 
fitted up as a barracks for the men and here Captain 
Carden has used even the halls of the building in. which 
to place cots and the men are quite comfortable. 
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It has been brought to the attention of the War De- 
partment that on a recent trip of one of the ships being 
used to transport troops for oversea duty, considerable 
damage” was done to the fittings of the boat, and some 
of the linen and bedding either taken from the boat or 
damaged, due apparently to a desire on the part of offi- 
cers and men to secure souvenirs of the trip. The Sec- 
setary of War directs that commanding officers of troops 
will in the future take steps to prevent such action on 
the part of troops in their commands. In this connec- 
tion attention is invited to Paragraph 232, U.S. Army 
Transport Service Regulations, 1914. 
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“If it were generally known, Canada’s shipbuilding 
record in the war would surprise no one more than the 
enemy,” says the Army and Navy Gazette of London. 
“Now the government is inaugurating a policy by which 
all Dominion yards are to receive fresh impetus with 
state aid. Three classes of steel ships are to be con- 
structed, mainly of 3,000 and 5,000 tons burden, though 
some will be twice as large. That these new develop- 
ments will greatly increase Canada’s output is obvious. 
But from the report it seems to be assumed that the 
figures stand at a million and a quarter tons annually, 
whereas they are much Sg 
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The annual report of Secretary of the Navy Daniels 
for 1917 is published extensively in the London Engineer 
of Jan. 25 last, and affords that time honored publica- 
tion great satisfaction. “As a record of great achieve- 
ment,” says the Engineer in conclusion, “the report 
makes encouraging reading for the Allies of America. 
In equipping her sea forces to take their part in the 
great struggle she has swept aside every consideration 
but that of efficiency, and already -we are justified in 
regarding the American Navy as one of our surest 
guarantees of ultimate victory.” 








Governor Hobby of Texas recently stated: “I pro- 
pose that it shall be made a felony to sell liquor in any 
form except for scientific or sacramental purposes to 
any person within ten miles of any establishment where 
soldiers of the United States are being trained for mili- 
tary service in time of war, because with the source of 
supply thus far removed the evil of bootlegging can be 
more effectually dealt with. Always a believer in the 
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principle of local self-government, I have concluded that 


that principle, like everything else, should be swbordi- 
nated tod winning the war.” 
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Bernard Baruch was named chairman of the War In- 
dustries Board on’ Feb. 26, succeeding Daniel Willard, 
who resigned. Baruch, it is understood, will have broad 
powers, In testifying before the Senate Committee con- 
sidering the proposal for a Secretary of Munitions he 
strongly u a central organization for purchasing sup- 
‘plies for the Army and Navy, and other centralization 
of the war work. It is expected he will fill to a great 
extent the functions of a Secretary of Munitions with- 
out holding a cabinet seat. 








The ‘purchase division of the Bureau of Supplies and 
Accounts, Navy Department, is now located in larger 
and more commodious quarters at the corner of Seventh 
and B streets, N.W., having removed recently from 
Sanda Court, Navy Department building. ‘This move 
has been found necessary by Paymr. Gen. Samuel Mc- 
Gowan, U.S.N., owing to the rapidly increasing work of 
this important branch of the Navy in the purchase of 
supplies and material for the men and ships of the Navy. 
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From France an officer with the American Expedi- 
tionary Forces writes: “I desire to call attention to the 
‘exceptional’ mail facilities under which the officers and 
men of the A.E.F. are laboring. On Jan. 18 at my sta- 
tion I received in the same mail three copies of your 
valuable JOURNAL, one dated Oct. 20, one Noy. 3, and 
one Nov. 10. I do not believe that such mail! facilities 
should be tolerated by Chinese, let alone Americans. If 
you can do anything to help us out, please do.”’ 
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The War Department has authorized the establish- 
ment of aviation training camps at Americus, Ga.; West 
Point, Miss., and Sacramento, Cal. The newly author- 
ized camps will be made what are known as one unit 
camps and four squadrons of the Aviation Section will be 
trained at each of the camps. A number of other 
camps have been recommended by the Aviation Section 
and now — approval of the General Staff and the 
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An examination for appointments of dental surgeons 
in Dental Corps, U.S.A., will be held March 11 at Fort 
Slocum, N.Y¥.; Camp Meade, Admiral, Md.; Camp Gor- 
don, Atlanta, Ga.; Camp.

and reading material, not exceeding three pounds per 
man. The foregoing authorization does not apply to 
articles of furniture, musical instruments or apparatus 
of any kind. 
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An officer of the Sanitary Corps, N.A., appointed from 
civil life, is entitled to mileage for travel in joining his 
first duty station, the Comptroller holding that, as 
the Sanitary Corps of the National Army is a part of 
the Medical Department, the officers thereof are entitled 
to mileage in joining ‘their first duty station under the 
provisions of Paragraph 1296, Army Regulations. 
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In view of the fact that cases of epidemic diseases 
continue to arrive with troops from the United States 
debarking in France, Major General Gorgas urges that 
the recommendations he formerly made be carried out 
by closer inspection and more rigid sanitary regulations 
on board ships en route, and that every possible means 
be taken to prevent the embarkation of such cases. 





Work was started by the Ford Motor Company on 
Feb. 23 on a plant at River Rouge, a suburb of Detroit, 
Mich., to cost $2,000,900; which will be devoted exclu- 
sively to the manufacture of the 200-foot vessels designed 
to chase and destroy U-boats. It is said that the plant 
will employ 10,000 to 15,000 men, will cover an area of 
five acres and be completed by May 10. 








Major Gen. John F. Morrison, N.A., who was re 
cently appointed Director of Military Training, will 
shortly be relieved of that post at his own request, and 
all matters relating to military training will pass to 
a special committee of the General Staff. General 
Morrison wil] soon be detailed to the command of a di- 
vision of the National Army. 





Secretary of the Navy Daniels has appointed 171 en- 
listed men temporary warrant officers in@the Navy, in 
the following grades: Boatswain, 25; boatswain (avia- 
tion), 4; machinist, 40; machinist (aviation), 3; gun- 
ner (ordnance), 31; gunner (electrical), 15; gunner

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No French merchantman and no fishing vessel was 
sunk by German submarines or mines during the week 
ending Feb. 16. Three merchantmen successfully es- 
ecaped submarine attacks. Steamers entering French 
ports totaled 619, and departing 876. 
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The office of the Chief of Coast-Artillery in Washing- 
ton has been moved from the State, War and Nayy 
Building, to the old Land Office Building, Seventh and 
F street, where Rooms 134 to 114 are assigned to the 
Coast Artillery office. 
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Swedish forces have seized the Aland Islands, accord- 
ing to a Petrograd dispatch of Feb. 23. The landing 
force was resisted stubbornly, by the small garrison of 
Bolshevik troops. 
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CORRESPONDENCE WITH BUREAU CHIEFS. 


The text was made public this week of the important 
change in Army Regulations as to the handling of corre- 
spondence, te which we called attention last week. It 
makes a radical alteration in Army methods, permitting 
communication direct with bureau chiefs instead of 
sending all Army official correspondence through The 


Adjutant General. The official announcement is as 
follows: 


Changes in Army Regulations. 

By direction of the Secretary of War the following 
order has been issued amending Army Regulations re- 
garding the handling of correspondence. The amend- 
ments are designed to bring about more direct corre- 
spondence. The changes, shown in italie type below, 
authorize transmission directly to the chiefs of burcaus 
in certain cases. 4 

Paragraphs 782 and 784, Army Regulations, are 
changed as follows: 

782. Except as otherwise specially authorized or required 
by Army Regulations, all official communications from officers 
and enlisted men of the Army outside of the War Department 
intended for the Secretary of War or for any bureau or office 
of the War Department will be in writing and addressed, 
through mililary channels, to The Adjutant General of the 
Army, if intended for theeSecretary of War, or to the chief of 
the bureau if the communication pertains eolely to the business 
of a bureaw. Communications thus arriving in any bureau will 
be handled by the head of this bureau, in connection with any 
other official whose intervention may be necessary, up to the 
point of compicted action; when he will send it to The Adjutant 
General of the Army for record and transmission, except as pro- 
vided in Paragraph 783. The Adjutant General of the Army 
will submit all business coming to him from the Army, which 
requires action in the War Department or by the President and 
wkich does not come within the jurisdiction of chiefs of bu- 
reaus, to the Chief of Staff, to be acted upon by him in con- 
formity to the rules duly prescribed for that purpose by the 
President or the Secretary of War. 

Correspondence of the War Department with the Army will 
be through or by~The Adjutant General of the Army. 

784, In the tenth and eleventh lines, strike out the words 
“through The Adjutant General of the Army.” 

Note.—-The senténce of Paragraph 784, modified by 
above, formerly read: “All business emanating from the 
bureaus of the War Department requiring the action of 
higher authority will be submitted to the Chief of Staff 
for his consideration, either orally in person, or in writ- 
ing, through The Adjutant General of the Army.” 
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AERO SQUADRON ORGANIZATION. 

While the Signal Corps is unwilling to give out the 
exact organization of the Aero Squadron, it may be said 
that the following tentative scheme is close enough to 
be of interest to military readers: The squadron con- 
sists of Headquarters, Flying, Supply and Engineer divi- 
sions. Its oflicers are a major, captain and fourteen 
lieutenants, and an enlisted personnel of approximately 
140 men. 

The major is the commanding officer of the squadron, 
and it is not necessary that he should be a flier.’ He 
has an aid in the Headquarters Division, a lieutenant, 
who is in charge of all paper work, and who, in the ab- 
sence of the major, takes command. ‘The captain is in 
immediate command of the Flying Division, consisting 
of eleven lieutenants. He should be an expert flier and 
have a thorough knowledge of motors, planes and air 
currents. He designates the fliers for special duties 
and is responsible to the major for the planes. 

The Supply Division is in charge of a lieutenant, who 
must not only look after all supplies for the squadron, 
but must attend to the transportation. Under the lieu- 
tenant in charge of supplies there is a mess officer. The 
Engineer Division officers must be experts in repair of 
planes, cars, trucks and cycles. They must keep a re- 
port sheet of all men under them, and a memorandum 
of parts needed to replace stock used. The enlisted force 
is made up of a sergeant major, a first sergeant, pho- 
tographer, chauffeur, three corporals, besides dispatch 
carriers, a motor truck driver and two privates. ‘The 
supply section has two clerks, a truckmaster, his assist- 
ants, a mess sergeant, supply sergeant, mechanic, a cor- 
poral, cooks, ten privates (first class and privates) for 
general work. The enlisted men of the Engineering Sec- 
tion are four master signal electricians, four mechani- 
cians (sergeants, first class) and five sergeants (second 
class), three corporals and three privates (first class). 
In the Flying Section of the squadron are one mechani- 
cian (sergeant, first class), one mechanician (sergeant, 
second class) for each two planes, six corporals ~(one 
for cach two planes), twelve corporals (drivers of motor 
trucks) and four privates (second class). 

It is probable that there may be one or two more lieu- 
tenants than the number mentioned—at least one in the 
Engineer Division and perhaps two instead of one in 
the Supply Division. The full number of privates is not 
given. In addition to the planes there are motor trucks, 
an automobile for the headquarters, motor cycles, repair 
trucks, developing room for photographs, apparatus for 
signalling and other vehicles and devices. 








OUR BATTLEPLANES GOING TO FRANCE. 


The first American battleplanes are en route to France, 
nearly five months ahead of the original schedule, ac- 
cording to a statement made by Secretary of War Baker 
on Feb. 20. While the first shipment is not a large one, 
the statement says, “it marks the final overcoming of 
many difficulties met in building up this new and intri- 
eate industry. These planes,’ Mr. Baker said, “are 
equipped with the first Liberty motors from machine 
production. One of them in a recent test surpassed all 
records for speed and climbing for planes of that type. 
Ingine production, which began a month ago, is now on 
a quantity basis and the peak of production will be 
reached in a few weeks. Only the twelve-cylinder type 
is being made, as developments abroad have made it wise 
to concentrate on the high-powered engine instead of the 
eight-cylinder.” 

Optimistic as these statements appear, the Secretary 
said they should not be exaggerated and should be con- 
sidered in the light of these facts: That after three years 
of warfare the total number of planes able to take the 
air at any one time on either side of the western front 
has not been more than 2,500. That forty-six men are 
required on the ground for every plane in the air, mak- 
ing.a total of 115,000 men needed for the present max- 
imum of 2,500 planes. That for every plane in the air 
there must be two replacement planes on the ground and 
one training plane for every pilot who eventually reaches 
the front, with a spare engine for each plane. - 

After reviewing the many obstacles that had to be 
overcome in getting the aircraft production program 


under way, Mr. Baker said the at problem now re- 
maining is to secure the thousands of skilled mechanics, 
engine men, motor repair men, wood and metal workers, 
etc., needed to keep the planes in perfect condition and 
without which the machines turned out soon would be 
useless and the flyers helpless. “At best,” said the Sec- 
retary, “the life of a plane is but two months and the 
engine must be overhauled after seventy-five hours, while 
a pilot on a plane allowed to leave the hangars in im- 
perfect condition is as helpless as a bird with a broken 
wing. Now that American battle planes are going over- 
seas, a great increase in the volunteering of skilled me- 
chanics is both essential and expected.” 

In conclusion the statement says that during the past 
months a responsive channel of communication with the 
Allies has been opened, the latest types of foreign ma- 
chines have been adapted to American manufacture, and 
the industry increased at least twenty fold 
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ARMY HELPS FOOD CONSERVATION. 


Since the United States Army was sent into the field 
to prepare for and participate in the war it has fre- 
quently been the subject of comment that there has not 
at any time been complaint from any source about the 
quality or the quantity of the food supplied to the men, 
Attention has also recently been called to the fact that 
there has been an average increase in the weight of the 
enlisted men of. the Army of twelve and one-half pounds 
and the health conditions are the best that any army in 
the field has ever shown. Very little has been said, how- 
ever, about the fact that the Army Supply Department 
has been studying and working out methods of food con- 
servation with results that have proven as interesting 
as valuable. In the item of flour alone the figures show 
that under the former ration allowance 365 pounds of 
wheat flour per man a year were counted upon as 
necessary, but the actual consumption of wheat flour 
since Noy. 1, 1917, in the_thirty-two camps and canton- 
ments has been at the rate of 131 pounds per man a 
year. 

This rate is lower even than that fixed as the minimum 
asked by the Food Administration, being nineteen pounds 
per year less than the amount allowed under the esti- 
mates of that organization. This conservation has not 
been confined to wheat flour, but it has been applied to 
the other components Of the Army ration as shown by 
the appended table, prepared by Capt. P. McDonald, 
Q.M.R.C., which compares the experience of the Quar- 
termaster Corps in the year 1913 and the nine weeks 
from Noy. 1, 1917, to Jan. 26, 1918:

In commenting on the figures of the foregoing report 
Guilford H. Babcock, of the Food Administration, said : 
“The saving is due first to the men themselves and to 
the efficinecy of the mess sergeant, for the yhave entered 
into the spirit of putting down waste. A different sys- 
tem now leads each man to take what he wants instead 
of what is given him; and he is encouraged to come back 
for all he can eat, provided he cleans his plate. Com- 
pany rules decree that the man who leaves anything must 
finish it at the next sitting, and it makes him careful 
in estimating the limits of his appetite.” 

The companies of the various units have entered into 
a friendly rivalry as to which can make the best show- 
ing. in its work of food savings and conservation and 
mess sergeants are careful in the use of foed substitutes 
to find those which are wholesome and they see to it that 
camp cooks waste nothing. 
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SHOE SUPPLY OF THE ARMY. 


Owing to the number of inquiries made at the War 
Department regarding the number of shoes purchased by 
the Military Establishment Secretary Baker issued the 
following statement on Feb. 22: 





General Pershing, having in mind the length of time 
shoes are expected to last and are lasting under the con- 
ditions in which they will be used by the American Ex- 
peditionary Force, has requested shipments of 18,590 
pair of shoes for each 25,000 men monthly, which is ap- 
proximately nine pair of shoes per man per year. This 
quantity is in excess of actual consumption and is being 
used by General Pershing in order to build up a reserve 
fo» all troops in France. When such a supply is accumu- 
lated, the quantities per man will be reduced. A con- 
stant effort is made to see that all men going overseas are 
properly and plentifully equipped, and special arrange- 
ments are made to take care of unusual sizes. Instruc 
tions are issued so that when a man of unusual size goes 
over an extra supply of the large size articles is sent 
along with his company, as it is unlikely that these un- 
usually large sizes would be found in stock overseas. The 
Quartermaster General's Department now has on hand 
and due on outstanding contracts, 7,564,000 field shoes 
and 7,873,000 marching shoes. It will be necessary to 
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secure more than a million additional shoes during this 
year. 

The number of shoes used, compared with*the number 
of men in a given unit, is approximately as follows: 

(1) For Troops in the United States—To provide an 
initial issue for a given number of 100 per cent. ; 
to provide upkeep for given number troops monthly. 
17 per cent.; to provide reserves for given number of 
troops, 72 per cent.; total, 189 per cent. : 

It will be noted that the upkeep is approximately two 
pair per year, and is in aceordance with experience of 
troops in this country. If this upkeep proves to be low, 
the reserve may be drawn upon. 

(2) Embarkation Concentration Camps—To equip a 
given number of men, 150 per cent.; to provide reserves 
for a vag number of men, 325 per cent.; total, 475 
per cent.

DISMISSED ARMY FOR PRO-GERMANISM. 


Major Gen. William A. Mann, N.A., commanding the 
Eastern Department, made public on Feb. 23 the find- 
ings of a general court-martial which convened at Gov- 
ernors Island, N.Y., in pursuance of a special order 
dated Nov. 27, 1917, for the purpose of trying Capt. 
David A. Henkes, 16th U.S. Inf., on-charges of violating 
the 95th and 96th Articles of War. In the findings 
of the court-martial, which are dated Feb. 8, it is stated 
that Captain Henkes was sentenced “to be dismissed the 
Service and to be confined at hard labor at such place as 
the reviewing authority may direct for twenty-five years.” 
The dismissed officer started for Fort Leavenworth under 
guard on Feb. 25 to begin his sentence. His sentence to 
dismissal, which was approved by the Secretary of War, 
took effect on Feb. 23. 


The case was decided on the evidence contained in 
the three letters written by Captain Henkes to the War 
Department asking to be allowed to resign to avoid 
fighting relatives and friends in Germany. In taking the 
oath Captain Henkes swore that he would “support and 
defend the constitution of the United States against all 
enemies foreign and doméstic.” The necessity for a strict 
sentence was emphasized by Secretary Baker, who called 
attention to the situation which would arise should all 
the officers of the Army follow Captain Henkes’s example 
and seek to avoid service on one pretext or another. 

This first publicly revealed case of pro-Germanism 
among the officer personnel of the Regular y was 
attended in the newspapers by sensational stories that 
Henkes had had affiliations with Count von Bernstorff, 
the former German Ambassador to the United States, 
but Secretary of War Baker denied all knowledge of 
anything of the kind. On the published record, of the 
case it would appear that Henkes on being presented with 
the possibility of facing on the field of battle relatives: 
and friends of his German-born parents found himself. in- 
capable of making war upon our enemies and therefore 
tendered his resignation. Following is the text of the 
Articles of War under which he was tried: 

“Art. 95.—Conduct Unbecoming an Officer and Gentle- 
man: Any officer or cadet who is convicted of conduct 
unbecoming an officer and a gentleman shall be dis- 
missed from the Service. 

“Art. 96.—General Article: Though not mentioned in 
these articles all disorders and neglects to the prejudice 
of good order and military discipline, all conduct of a 
nature to bring discredit upon the pope ew d Service, and 
all crimes or offenses not capital, of which persons sub- 
ject to military law may be guilty, shall be taken cog- 
nizance of by a general or al or summary court- 
martial, according to the nature and degree of the offense, 
and punished at the discretion of such court.” 

The findings of the court show that some time prior 
to May 26, 1917 (the date not being stated) Henkes 
wrote a letter of resignation which-seems to have been 
sent through the regular channels to The Adjutant Gen- 
eral. On May 26, 1917, Henkes wrote to the Secretary 
of War the following letter: : 


“In the event that the reasons stated in my letter of 
resignation are not deemed sufficient, I feel it my solemn 
duty to further state the following: Furthe 
a commissioned officer must sooner or later take me to 
Europe and there bring me in conflict with those who 
are my relatives and friends, although for the time being 
legal enemies. My father came from Germany. 
mother was born here shortly after the arrival of her 
parents. We have many other relatives and friends 
there. I cannot force myself to the conviction that I 
am capable of making war on my kindred upon their 
soil, in a manner that would become my duty and sta- 
tion. I earnestly uest that I may not be required 
to undergo this ordeal. I sericusly doubt my ability to 
withstand it, and would avoid in the interest of my coun- 
try, family and friends, what at least appears the prob- 
able consequence. 

“As an only alternative if my services will not be 
dispensed with, I would suggest duty in .another field. 
However, I most earnestly believe that it is to the mani- 
fest interest of the Government that my service as a 
commissioned officer of the Army be terminated by the 
acceptance of said resignation. sincerely regret to feel 
called upon to avoid the usual methods of communica- 
tion. The subject and emergency appears to admit of 
no alternative, and I trust Re efforts may be pardoned.”

This letter formed the of the first fication 
under the first charge, that of yiolating the Article 
of War. After that letter was written Henkes was or- 
dered abroad to serve with the American Expeditionary 
Forces. Secretary Baker was quoted as saying on Feb. - 
25 that Henkes was sent abroad deliberately with the 
hope that his actual presence on the Western nt would 
materially affect his viewpoint for the better. That this 
metamorphosis did not take — is shown through an- 
other letter on the subject of his resignation written by 
Henkes from France on June 29, 1917, to The Adjutant 
General at Washington. He wrote: 

“On May 26 I forwarded a letter tendering my resig- 
nation as an officer of the Army. Reasons other than 
those specifically stated were alleged. These were ver- 
bally stated to the authorities approving resignation, 
viz., my battalion commander, the department —— 
master and the commanding general, Southern Depart- 
ment. Believing it my duty also to acquaint my immedi- 
ate superiors and the War Department of these reasons 
and of the situation in which I am placed, the following 
is submitted.” 

The letter then repeats the reasons given in the letter 
to the Secretary of War, and adds: “I trust that 
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my request may not be construed as disloyalty to my 
own country or that same is ay by a considera- 
tion of personal safety. I am willing to take transport 
duty im the submarine zone or other duty of a similar 
nature, all of whieh I will perform to the best of my 
ability. However, I believe it but. just that one so situ- 
ated tind whose services may be judged by a question of 
loyalty, should not be placed in a@ position of trust or 
authority.” 

To this he added a briefer letter from France, dated 
Oct. 10, 1917, and addressed to The Adjutant General 
(“Thru Military Channels’) again tendering his resig- 
nation for the reasons stated, “particularly in his letter 
of June 29. He wrote in this last letter: “I do not now 
find oecasion to add tq or alter the views already ex- 
pressed. The underlying facts are unalterable. These 
and the attendant circumstances have impelled me to 
the belief that my first duty became one of tendering my 
resignation as an officer of the Army. That duty having 
again been performed I trust that those in position of 
authority and greater responsibility may see fit to 
recommend acceptance.” P 

These three letters also served as the specifications of 
the second charge, violation of the 96th Article of War. 
The specifications recite that Captain Henkes “having 
taken an oath of office in which, among other things, he 
swore that he would ‘support and defend the Constitu- 
tion of the United States, against all enemies, foreign 
and domestic’ and that he would ‘bear true faith and 
allegiance to the same,’” wrote the letters given in brief 
above, “thereby attempting to avoid service under his 
gaid oath and demonstrating disloyalty to the Govern- 
ment of the United States and sympathy with its 
enemies.” ‘The plea was “Not Guilty,” to all the speci- 
fieations and charges. The findings were “Of all the 
specifications and charges, ‘Guilty.’” The sentence to 
be dismissed Service, ete., was approved. - 

The reeord of the trial having been reviewed in the 
office of the Judge Advocate General and found legally 
sufficient the sentence will be executed, and Col. W. A. 
Simpson, U.S.A., retired, adjutant, announces by com- 
mand of Major General Mann that “Capt. David A. 
Henkes, 16th Inf., ceases to be an officer of the Army 
from Feb. 23, 1918.” . 

Henkes was born in Iowa in 1875, served as a private 
in a Wisconsin volunteer regiment from June to Oc- 
tober, 1898, and was a non-commissioned officer in the 
46th U.S. Volunteer Infantry from October, 1899, to 
May, 1901. He was commissioned second lieutenant, 
28th Infantry, Feb. 2, 1901, promoted to first lieutenant 
July 20, 1905, when he was transferred to the 16th In 
fantry. In 1907 he was graduated from the Army Infan- 
try and Cavalry Schools. He received his promotion as 
captain in 1916 after a tour of duty on the Mexican 
border. 
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OPINIONS OF JUDGE ADVOCATE GENERAL. 


In reply to a question whether a ribbon for wounds 
received in battle can be issued to an officer of the U.S. 
Army for wounds received while serving in the army of 
a foreign country, the Judge Advocate General has de 
cided that the provisions of Paragraph 1, Section 9, of 
General Orders No. 134, War Department, 1917, deal 
entirely with men serving in the Armies of the United 
States and safeguard the issuance of ribbons by re- 
quiring official reports from responsible officers, after 
consideration of which The Adjutant General authorizes 
officers and enlisted men who have been honorably 
wounded in action to wear the ribbon. In his opinion 
the Judge Advocate General said: “It could not and 
does not contemplate extending the order to officers and 
enlisted men who have been wounded in the service of 
ether countries. I am of the opinion that under the 
provisions ef Section 9, G.O! No. 134, War Departmeat, 
1917, a ribbon for wounds received..ir battie cannot be 
issued to an officer in the U.S. Army for wounds re- 
ceived by hirm.-*vhiie serving in the army of a foreign 
covtry.” ‘The question was raised in the interest of 
Capt. Henry R. Sanborn, Inf. R.C., who was wounded 
March 12, 1917, near Neuve Eglise, Belgium, while serv- 
ing with the Sth Battalion, Canadian railway troops, and 
requested permission from The Adjutant General’s office 
to wear a ribbon for this wound. 

Regarding the question of mileage the Judge Advo- 
eate General of the Army in a recent opinion has held 
that where a surgeon of the U°S. Public Health Service 
has been erroneously paid mileage for travel in the per- 
formance of Army duty under a detail in accordance 
with the Act of July 1, 190 (32 Stat. 713) it is now 
proper to adjust the discrepancy by paying him a flat 
allowance of $4 a day fn lieu of expenses in accordance 
with the provisions of Paragraph Army Regulations, 
offsetting against his account the amount heretofore 

aid the officer as mileage, and adjusting the difference. 
|= his opinion the Judge Advocate General said: “Un- 
der the Comptroller's decision of Sept. 13, 2917 (24 
Comp. Dec. 164) the payment of travel expenses and 
not mileage fs authorized. This office sees no objection 
to taking the action recommended by the Quartermaster 
General, which is that the Seeretary of War authorize 
the payment to Dr. White, in addition to reimbursement 
for railway transportation and sleeping car berths, of 
an allowance of $4 a day in liew of actual expenses, the 
por en to include a refundment of the amount paid as 
mileage.” 

Under a recent opinion of the Judge Advocate General 
of the Army a soldier who was killed in an automobile 
accident while absent from the post died in line of duty. 
The question arose following the death of Pvt. (Ist class) 
Harry O. Workman of Battery A, 78th Field Artillery, 
near LaMarque, Tex., Jan. 10, 19198. Workman, ae 
companied several other privates and civilians, left 
the Capitol Hotel at Houston, Tex., for Galveston in 
an auto. When near LaMarque the rear wheel of the 
ear skidded and the car was overturned end Workman 
was so seriously injured that he died. The statements 
submitted to the Board of Officers showed that Work- 
man had not signed the liberty book and he had not 
been inspeeted by an officer before leaving the post, as 
required by order, but he had been given permission by 
his commanding officer to send a telegram. Captain Jay 
testified that at the time of Private Workman’s depart- 
ure from the camp it was the first opportunity he had 
to send the telegram; however he had sufficient time to 
return to camp before the accident. The soldier had a 
elean record. The Board of Officers found that the 
death of .Workman was not in line of duty, but was not 
due to the soldier's own misconduct. The Judge Advo- 
eate General, in reviewing the case, said: “From all 
the facts I think it is the reasonable view that the per- 
mission given the soldier by his commanding officer to 
go to town and send a telegram, although he failed to 
sign the liberty book, may be regarded as absent with 
permission, and in the absence of evidence showing any 
misconduct on his part within the meaning of the act of

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HEALTH CONDITIONS AT THE CAMPS. 


Health conditions at Regular Army, National Guard 
and National Army Camps in the United States for the 
week ending Feb. 15 are as follows: Health conditions 
continue to show improvement. Fewer new cases of the 
more serious diseases as pneumonia and meningitis, are 
reported as compared with last week. The death rate is 
lower than for any previous week since Nov. 23. 

Regular Army: Measles is now relatively more preva- 
lent among Regulars than among other troops. Pneu- 
monia shows a slight increase in the number of new cases 
as compared with last week. These diseases are prevail- 
ing more extensively in Southern than in Northern 
camps. The aviation. camps (N.A.) report increasing 
prevalence of measles and pneumonia and an increased 
number of deaths for the week. ‘ d 

National Guard: Camp Bowie continues with the high- 
est. admission and non-effective rates for all National 
Guard camps, though both rates are materially lower 
than = week, a few cases of ror y Aad = 
from camps. Camp Logan repe irty-nine new 
eases against fifty-seven last week, and leads all Na- 
tional Guard camps in this respect. Two hundred and 
twenty-five new cases of pneumonia were reported as 
against 363 last week. latively few new cases of 
scarlet fever and meningitis were reported. — 

National Guard: Camp Bowie continues with the high- 
est admission rate of all National Army cantonments 
with Camps Pike and Funston, second and third, re- 
spectively. Four hundred and fifty-six new cases of 
measles were reported from all National Army canton- 
ments against 581 for the —— week. Camp Travis 
is passing through a serious epidemie of pmeumonia, 
seventy-six new cases being reperted as compared with 
fifty-four last week. Camps Pike and Lee 
thirty-eight and twenty-four new cases, respectively. A 
few seattering cases of meningitis are reported, but there 
is no extensive prevalence of the disease in any one camp. 

The non-effective rate for the enttre National Guard 
in the United States was, for the last day covered by the 
report, 48.1 thousand; the admission rate fer dis- 
ease during the week, 27.4 per thousand; deaths were at 
the rate of 8.8 per thousand per year; the non-effective 
rate for the National Army was 59.4 per thousand; the 
admission rate for disease, 86.6 per thousand; deaths 
were at the rate of 9.8 per thousand per year. The non- 
effective rate for the Regular Army was 41.8 } thou- 
sand; the admission rate for di during week, 
26.0; deaths were at the rate of 12.9 per thousand per 
year.

A. Dana stated was known in this army as an “Ass 
ef eminent —_ (although there is nothing in the 
reeords to him anything, but a good and able 
soldier), was well qualified for such leadership, as the 
ass goes before the mule. Although I have not heard of 
any unit adopting such a name, I am sure that any one 
that has the same faculty of staying with the job to a 
finish as our Missouri song birds have, would be a bad 
erowd to taekle. 

If mames are wanted for smaller bodies. Lee’s army 
had a famous “Stonewall,” brigade; secrans’s a 
“Mackerel”; Meade’s an “Iron”; Curtis a “Quinine”; 
and Burnside’s 10th Army Corps a brigade which as its 
leader said, had no flanks, no rear, all front and that of 


steel, and was known as the “TIronclads.” Any of the 
e names would give inspiration to its bearers. 

Coming down to regiments, Governor Kirkwood offered 
the Uniom a body of temperance men known as the “Cold 
waters”; and the Confederacy had am organization of 
Louisianians, who, as. its leader said, were all gentle 
men who would gladly storm the gates of hell, probably 
known as the “Gentle Hellins.”

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SERVICE FOR RETIRED OFFICERS. 


To THE EprtorR OF THE ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL: 

There has recently been reproduced in the daily press 
a statement from a German military authority criticiz 
ing and ridiculing our Army on account of the very 
small proportion of experienced officers. When we exe 
amine into this matter it would seém that such criticism 
is more or less just. The total number of officers in the 
U.S. Army to-day is 110,864. If we consult the Army 
Register of 1915 we find that the total number of com 
missioned on Jan. 1, that year, was 4,826. It follows, 
then, that we have in our military force of officers of 
three yeurs’ service or more from the Regular Army 
less than 4.3 per cent. When we deduct from this num 
ber the Regular officers now employed on staff duty, 
with the supply departments, with special troops, and on 
the lines of cammunication it is probable that not more 
than three in every one hundred combatant officers are 
trained Regular officers. It is true that we have also 
in the Army a large number of National Guard officers 
of long experiemee, but as. a rule the service of these offie 
cers has not been of a kind fitting them for war. Those 
that served during the mobilization of 1916 had four oF 
five months ef useful training, but in the case of even 
this training it is doubtful if it was of more value than 
the three months. training received by our Reserve ofl> 
cers at the officers’ training camps. 

There is another class of experienced officers whose 
abilities have not been fully taken advantage of by the 
Government. I refer to the retired officers, especially 
those retired for age or length of service, as opposed to 
those retired for disability. ‘There are many of thesg 
who are lamenting in this great emergency their lack 
of opportunity to place their abilities at the disposal of 
the Government. Why should an officer be consid 
inefficient after attaining the age of sixty-four years when 
up to that. age he has been entrusted with the most im- 
portant duties? Inefficiency due to age comes to some 
men at fifty years, others at fifty-five, others at sixty, 
others at sixty-five, and still others at seventy and 
seventy-five. There is no fixed dividing line. The line 
we fix is purely imaginary. And this has been shown 
in the history of this war where in foreign armies some 
of the best ting has been done by officers who were 
called aged. It is true that since the beginning of the 
war numbers of these officers have been replaced, but it 
is not proven that in all cases they have been replaced 
by better men. It is also true that many of them still 
remain in high command. 

Even when such officers are no longer considered fitted 
for active cemmand with fighting troops there are many 
positions in the rear of the lines which they can fill with 
great advantage, thus relieving younger officers for duty 
in the trenches. It is only necessary to visit Europe to 
find that this is the case and that this fact is taken ad 
vantage of in all armies. The fact that such officers 
have attained high rank does not unfit them for many 
of these positions, but rather adds to their efficiency, for 
the reason that there are many occasions on which they 
must deal with foreign officers, and their undoubted ex® 
perience as well as their rank would cause them to be 
regarded with respect. Such positions are those occu. 
pied by what may be called territorial officials, town 
commandants, town majors, officers in charge of ports 
of debarkation and the like. It may be said also that 
high rank adds greatly to the opportunities of the mil 
tary attaché. Older officers also can be used for court 
martial duty, for board duty, for general staff duty, in 
charge of depots, in charge of triining camps and the 
like. In fact, in war where the waste of officers is great, 
especially behind the Jines, there exist innumerable op- 
portunities for the employment of experienced officers, 
who, while they may not be considered active physically, 
are mentally still fit. There is a proverb, “Young men 
for action; old men for counsel.” Does it not seem a 
pity that so many young men, whose physical fitness, ex» 
perience and ability fit them to command regiments and 
brigades on the firing line, are employed in holding down 
chairs in offices? . 

There is a tendency, strong as youth and old as hw 
manity, to get: rid of the aged and class them as unfit. 
This tendency is carried to an excess. But we should 
make sure, in this great crisis, that no element of un- 
doubted military value te the Gevermument should be 
wholly cast aside. 





JusTIcIA Pax, 
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JUSTICE TO THE NATIONAL GUARD. 


To tHe. Eprron or THE. ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL: 

It would seem that the War Department is not giving 
the National Guard a square deal in some instances, 
There are some actions taken which, however unpleass 
ant, we realize are a war necessity, and of such no off 
cer can justly cemplain. There are other actions, how~ 
ever, that appear to be an unnecessary discrimination 
against the National Guard officer. A large number of 
our officers and men have made good in the Regular 
Army. We have some of the best educated and most 
intelligent mem im the country in the Guard. Unfor 
tunately about twenty per cent. of our officers are im 
efficient. 

I am a@ young man twenty-nine years old, have a high 
school, college and university education; graduated with 
the first ten men im my class at one of the best military 
schools in the United States, rated M.C. by the War 
Department, i¢, next to West Point. I have been a 
first lieutenant in the Guard three years and from all 
appearances will never be promoted. I have asked for 
a transfer—disapproved; sent in my resignation—dis- 
approved; have excellent recommendations from every 
officer that I served with, and all of this worth nothing, 
My schoolmates who waited to be drafted and en 
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training camps, with less experience, education” and 
ability are now my seniors. 

What does life possess for a man when he has been 
treated so unjustly? How can he put forth the best 
that is in him when his services and efforts are never 
recognized? I am in the U.S. Service at a great finan- 
cial sacrifice, and left a good law practice and a farm. 
Not being afraid to compete with the outside world, I 
asked to be sent to a training camp. Was told that my 
services couldn’t be spared. 

A sergeant who was drill instructor from the Army 
for my regiment was recently promoted to second lieu- 
tenant and later first lieutenant. Now he is my senior 
because he has had Regular Army service. Is there any 
premium on ability? Can any man do his best under 
such circumstances? ‘There are numbers of young men 
whose cases are similar to mine. Special privileges 
should be granted to none. Make efficiency the emblem 
for reward and give every man a chance.

PROGRESS OF THE WAR IN EUROPE. 


(Summarized from reports Feb. 21-28.) 





THE WESTERN FRONT. 
Activity Shifts to Hast of Oise. 
Coincidently with the appearance of American forces 
as a distinct element on the front in eastern France, the 
activity on both sides of the fighting line has shifted 
largely to. the portion of the front lying east of the Oise 


River and held by the French and to a minor extent by 
the United States troops. While the fighting in this 
great area has grown more eager, that to the west of 


the Oise, in the portion held chiefly by the British, has 
lost much of its former intensity. Several reasons have 
a bearing upon this alteration in the frontal conditions 
as compared with those that existed at the close of last 
autumn. The French, because of a recent withdrawal 
from before S. Quentin, where British commands have 
taken over the line, have been relieved from guarding 
several miles of front; at the same time the arrival of 
Pershing’s men on the Lorraine front, north of Toul has 
relieved them of the care of several miles in that por- 
tion of the front; consequently they may dispose of 
several divisions thus set free. This gives them a greater 
surplus of men, over and- above the set proportion of 
supports and reserves to the mileage of front that they 
hold. With the addition to their active surplus, they 
are in a position to undertake minor operations in por- 
tions of the front where they could not always formerly 
find the troops to spare. A brisk series of raids, haras- 
sing the enemy front, ust presumably have recom- 
mended itself to the French and American leaders’ as 
timely, for its effect in stimulating the lately arrived 
United States troops. Their actual training, as well as 
their encouragement, requires that frequent small opera- 
tions be executed, in which they may participate. The 
enemy, on his side, is likewise stirred by the arrival of 
a new combatant. He must naturally desire to test the 
quality of the latest comers, to ascertain their force, 
location and methods, and to try, if possible, to estab- 
lish a man-for-man superiority over them while they are 
still in their novitiate. 

Reasons of another order for the new activity may be 
found on the British front. The lull in that region has 
given rise to expectations expressed in dispatches from 
London that the Germans are making preparations to 
attack the British. No definite sign of any such prepara- 
tions is known to have been discovered east of the Oise. 
This brightens the prospect that the enemy, if he be 
really engaged in preparing a major offensive against 
the Western front, intends to launch it against that por- 
tion held by the British. In view of this possibility, it 
becomes the function of parts of the front finding them- 
selves at liberty to pursue warfare to do so, at least, 
to the extent of carrying out minor and preliminary 
steps. 

Of the French raids, on a large scale, carried out 
during the month now ending, it may be said that they 
have been effected by forces aggregating thousands of 
men, and often with artillery preparation equal to that 
formerly employed in serious local attacks; about 1,000 
prisoners have been taken in half a dozen raids, 525 
prisoners in the Lorraine raid of Feb. 20 alone; but the 
measure of the results gained would be better taken by 
an estimate of the damage done io enemy works, pene- 
trated and destroyed in some cases to a depth of three 
trench lines. Of effort to retain positions entered there 
has been little. In the attack of Feb. 13 at Butte du 
Mesnil, however, it now appears that the French kept 
possession of a portion of the enemy salient which they 
overran. 

New French raids took place in the closing days of 
February. On the night of the 22d, at the western end 
of the Chemin des Dames sector a party of 100 raiders, 
including twenty-five Americans in traiming, crossed the 
Ailette River and penetrated to the neighborhood of the 
village of Cheyregny, a mile to the north. They returned 
with material and twenty-five prisoners. On the night 
of Feb. 23 a French party entered and destroyed Ger- 
man works northwest of lower Aspach in Alsace. Other 
smaller enterprises were carried out. 

The enemy made various attempts on the French and 
American lines. He sought in particular to expel the 
French from the contested ground near Butte du Mesnil, 
bombarding the positions and attacking twice on the 
night of Feb. 26. On the same date enemy raiding 
parties operated in the Chemin des Dames sector. On 
the British front, New Zealand troops carried out a 
raid on Feb. 21, in Flanders, east of the Polygon Wood. 
Hostile raids occurred on Feb. 22 and 23, north of Poel- 
capelle and near Hill 70. A Belgian report of Feb. 24 
mentioned an increase of enemy activity against the 
sector in Flanders held by the Belgians. The British 
were attacked near Broodseinde on the night of Feb. 23. 


Operations of United States Forces. 

Although dispatches confirm the impression that the 
Lorraine sector, north of Toul, where the American 
troops are operating on their own responsibility, is the 
chief theater.of their action, a policy is in force, of in- 
corporating detachments of our- troops with bodies of 
French engaged on other portions of the front. This 
plan offers a means of seasoning more rapidly those 
troops which have completed the preliminary part of 
their training and are ready for the lessons ofthe firing 
line. The Americans engaged in the raid on the Chemin 


des Dames, mentioned above, are stated to have belonged 
to a contingent which has been stationed in that part 
of the line for some time past. American Artillerymen, 
likewise, according to dispatches, have taken a part in 
the recent actions about Butte du Mesnil, in Champagne. 

The troops in the American sector suffered sixty-six 
casualties, including five killed, in a surprise gas bom- 
bardment carried out by the enemy against a portion 
of the line on the night of Feb. 26. Following a rain, 
as the air cleared, the enemy trench pieces discharged 
without warning a violent burst of gas sheits:~ These, 
exploding in the American trenches caught the men un- 
prepared and overwhelmed many before they could ad- 
just their gas masks. A second attack of the same char- 
acter caused an addition to the first casualties. The 
damage done to our troops exceeded that effected in any 
of the former enemy operations. No infantry attack 
was made and no positions were lost. A lack of familiar- 
ity with the need for gas masks appears to have had 
much to do with the relatively heavy casualties that the 
bombardment caused. 

It is now stated that the United States Artillery, 
which co-operated in the attack at the Butte du Mesnil, 
consisted of two batteries of heavy caliber coast defense 
guns. These,-mounted on special high angle carriages set 
upon railway trucks, ar availabl for long-range fire in 
any desired sector of the front. 


ARTILLERY ACTIVE ON ITALIAN FRONT. 


The hostilities on the Italian front have been confined 
mainly to artillery duels and bombardments, and to aerial 
bombing raids. Italian airmen bombed the town of 
Innsbruck in the Austrian Tyrol, while Austrian air- 
plane raids on Venice and neighboring places were re- 
newed. The artillery has grown more active in the lately 
quiet portion of the northern line, running from the 
Asiago plateau southwestward to Lake Garda. Rome 
reports that signs of preparation for Austrian operations 
in this area have been observed by their air reconnois- 
sance, particularly in the region of the Lagarina Valley. 
The failure of the Austrian attempt to break through 
from this part of the front in the spring of 1916 will be 
recalled in this connection. The prospect that the Aus- 
trians may have the support of a German force for an 
Italian operation this spring is offset by the fact that the 
plans for the defense of northern Italy now include a 
scheme of help from the French and British. Small en- 
counters took place during the week on both sides of 
the Brenta, on the British front west of the Piave and 
at Capo Sile on the lower Piave River. 


RAPID GERMAN ADVANCE IN RUSSIA. 


Meeting with little opposition in their new advance in 
Russia, the German_armies adyanced rapidly eastward 
on a wide front, and seized important cities lying a great 
distance to the east of their starting point of Feb. 18. 
The northernmost column, under General von Eichhorn, 
advancing eastward from the Gulf of Riga along the 
Esthonian coast, after landing from Moon Island on 
Feb. 20, entered Reval on Feb. 24. From Riga, further 
south, a column pushed its advance guard to the vicinity 
of Pskoff about the same time, and is reported to have 
sent an armored train into the town, later driven out 
for the time being by the Bolshevik forces. At and south 
of Pskoff took place the chief resistance to the German 
invasion, the place having a special defensive importance. 
It is situated at the southern end of the Peipus Lake 
barrier, and on the direct road from Riga to Petrograd, 
and therefore offered the chief opportunity for the de- 
fense of the former Russian capital. A body of Ger- 
mans advanced eastward, less rapidly, from Dvinsk. 
Still farther south an army from the direction of Vilna 
reached Minsk by Feb. 20 and took possession of the 
territory north of Pinsk marshes, as far east as the 
Beresina River. South of the marshes, Rovno was 
seized about the same time, and made the starting point 
for a rapid movement toward Kieff, the Ukrainian capi- 
tal recently seized by Bolshevik forces. The main pur- 
pose of these speedy operations was apparently to gain 
Pskoff and Kieff before the Bolsheviki could prepare a 
serious defense or effect a successful withdrawal. In 
most directions the Germans met with only the slightest 
obstruction. This gave them freedom of movement and 
enabled them to cover extraordinary distances with small 
advance units of cavalry, cyclists and motors, safe- 
guarded by airplane scouts. Crowds of fleecing Russian 
troops swept the country before the invaders, interfering 
with the rear guard and destruction work of the faith- 
ful troops. 

The force from Riga finally made good its hold on 
Pskoff after protracted local fighting, but did not im- 
mediately continue its advance, being apparently face to 
face with forces that had been summoned for the de- 
fense of Petrograd itself. The force from Dvinsk moved 
up the Dvina toward Vitebsk, and was reported on Feb. 
27 as passing Polotosk. The column from Minsk took 
Borisof on the Beresina about Feb. 26 and passed to 
the east bank. 

On the north shore of the Gulf of Finland, it was re- 
ported that a German force had been landed to co- 
operate with the Finnish nationalist forces against the 
Bolsheviki in Finnish territory. Austria announced 
abstention from the operations in Russia which, officially, 
would seem to be purely German in their present phase. 
Sweden, though not a belligerent, seized the Aland Isl- 
ands, lying between Sweden and Russia. 

The advancing front of the Germans in the new Rus- 
sian campaign maintained an approximately straight 
line throughout the week, and parallel progression of 
columns, the simplest form of wide-front advance, were 
employed. There resulted a precision and uniformity 
of pace helpful to sure and rapid movement. The non- 
resistance of the disorganized defenders, the flatness of 
the territory and the discipline of the participating 
troops produced a result of such exactness as is usually 
associated only with the parade ground. 

The German fleet was reported as active in Russian 
waters, but the fate of the Russian Baltic fleet is not 
yet known. 


OPERATIONS IN ASIA. 


The Turks. started a sudden offensive along the Black 
Sea coast about Feb. 20, and seized the town of Platana 
as the Russian forces wére preparing to evacuate it. 
Platana taken they moved upon Trebizond, the chief 
Turkish Black Sea port, and seized it in turn without 
difficulty, regaining the city after about two years of 
Russian occupation. 

In eastern Siberia, it is said, a force of 2,000 Germans 
has been formed at Irkutsk, threatening to secure that 
important point in the German interest. Irkutsk com- 
mands Lake Baikal, the chief barrier along the line of 
the Trans-Siberian railway. The peer of a Japa- 
nese expedition to occupy eastern Siberia was hinted at 
in an official speech of the Japanese Premier. 

In Palestine General Allenby’s British force, making 
a further slight advance to the northeast of Jerusalem, 
oceupied Jericho on Feb. 21, with little opposition. The 
possession of Jericho strengthens the British position 


with regard to the Turks in the Jordan River valley to 
the east, and is reported to have compelled the with- 
drawal of the chief part of the Turks opposing Allenby 
to the east bank of the Jordan. 

_On the Eupbrates River the British Bagdad expedi- 
tion has commenced an advance toward Hit, occupying 
Khana Buryet, fourteen miles above the former front 
at Ramadieh. :

NOTES OF THE WAR. 


Highteen British merchantmen were sunk by mines or 
submarines in the past week, according to the British 
Admiralty report of Feb. 27. Of these fourteen were 
vessels of 1,600 tons or over and four were under tha 
tonnage. Seven fishing vessels also were sunk. p 

British casualties reported in the week ended Feb. 25 
were 3,571, the lowest of any week for several months. 
They were divided as follows: Killed or died of wounds— 
Officers, 24; men, 736; wounded or missing, officers, 77 ; 
men, 2,734. 

British casualties reported during the month of Feb- 
ruary show a remarkable decrease as com with 
preceding months. They totaled only 961, divided 
as follows: Killed or died of wounds—Officers, 183+ 





men, 4,012. Wounded and missing—Offi 468; men. 
14,298. The casualties for January reached a total of 
73,017; for December they were 79,527, while in No- 


vember, in which month there was severe fighting on the 
Cambrai front, they totaled 129,089. 

In General Allenby’s dispatch to the British Secretary 
of War describing his campaign, ending with the taking 
of Jerusalem, it is stated that his transport included 
30,000 pack camels. : 

The British hospital ship Glenart Castle was sunk in 
the Bristol Channel at four. A.M., Feb. 26. She was 
outward bound and had all her lights burning. There 
were 200 persons aboard, no patients. The British Ad- 
mirality states that survivors have been landed at Swan- 
sea by an American torpedo boat destroyer. Bight 
beats were still adrift. Survivors assert that the 
Glenart Castle was hit by a torpedo. The Glenart Castle, 
440 feet long, was built at Belfast in 1906. 


The German auxiliary cruiser Wolf, one of the most 
successful commerce destroyers of the war, after cruis- 
ing fifteen months in the Atlantic, Indian and Pacific 
Oceans, arrived safely “at home” on Feb. 24, according 
to an official German dispatch. Whether “at home” 
means the Kiel is not certain. An unofficial dispatch 
stated that the Wolf made the Austrian harbor of Pola, 
in the Adriatic Sea, because she was unable to make a 
German port owing to the effectiveness of the British 
patrol ships in the North Sea. The Wolf during her 
long raiding cruises sunk eleven ships, secured much 
valuable cargo and took to Austria over 400 men 
captured crews. Captain Nerger was in 
Wolf and he and all his crew have been decorated by 
Kaiser. One captured British steamer, the Turitella, 
was turned into a second German auxiliary and with a 
crew, under Lieutenant Capitan conte, ee in the 
Gulf of Aden. She was finally overha by a British 
cruiser and her German crew were taken prisoners 
it had sunk the Turitella. Three of the eleven vessels 
captured and sunk by the raiders were American. Tha 
the Wolf was able to keep the sea for so long a time and 
prosecute her raiding work and then reach a port safely 
was certainly very clever work. She had to depend for 
coal and supplies on the ships she captured. The Span- 
ish steamer Igotz Mendi with coal was among the 
tured ships and followed the Wolf as a tender.

Richard Olney, of Massachusetts, son of the Secretary 
of State in President Cleveland’s second term, and one 
of the most prominent Democrats in the House of Repre- 
sentatives, wrote a letter to Secretary of War Baker on 
Feb. 27 urging that Major Gen. Leonard Wood be made 
a full general in the Army, with the creation by 
of another such position. “The appointment of such a 
man,” said Representative Olney in his letter, “and to 
my mind he is not only Wood the soldier but Wood the 
man, would be acclaimed generally and universally, I 
think, as a worthy recognition of service to his country, 
and would infinitely please not only the members and 
graduates of the so-called summer itary 
camps but the men of the Regular Army and pretty gen- 
erally all men bearing arms to-day and his host of layman 
friends all over the United States. I also believe such an 
appointment would be gratifying to the commanding gen- 
erals, officers and men in the service of the Allied Powers. 
The confidence he would inspire and his great military 
genius would be a tremendous asset, in my opinion, in 
winning the war.” Representative Olney also referred to 
General Wood as the man who originated the “Platts- 
burg idea,’ which has been “the greatest reservoir for 
turning out commissioned officers we have.” 
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A correspondent writes that a rumor is going around 
among Army officers that officers supplying themselves 
with life saving suits may not be permitted to take them 
aboard trans-Atlantic steamers carrying. our troops and 
on some of our own troop transports and entering life- 
boats with them. The fact is that there has been no 
order or regulation affecting the right of officers to sup- 
ply themselves with life saving suits. At the Adjutant 
General’s office it was stated that the o regulation 
now in effect regulated the amount an officer is per- 
mitted to take on board a transport. If the weight of 
the articles an officer is required to supply himself with 
and the weight of the suit added to it does not exceed 
the allowance there is no objection to an officer taking 
with him a life saving suit or any other article.

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PROMOTIONS AND RETIREMENTS. 


Rear Admiral Clarence S. Williams, U.S.N., recently 
cqufirmed by the Senate as a temporary rear admiral, is 
a member of the class of 1884, U.S.N.A., and made his 
first cruise in the celebrated old Hartford. He has had 
some twenty years sea service and has held: the office 
as Chief of Staff of the Atlantic. Fleet. He has also 
been engaged on important work at the War College. 


Rear Admiral John D. McDonald, U.S.N., recently 
confirmed by the Senate as a temporary rear admiral, 
bas had over twenty-five years of sea duty, and about 
eleven years of shore duty. He was graduated from 
Annapolis in the class of 1884. He was born in Maine, 
Nov. 1, 1863, and reached the grade of captain in 1911. 
He has seen varied duty afloat and is known as a keen 
and efficient officer. When the Arizona was first com- 
missioned he was ordered to command her. 

Rear Admiral Hilary P. Jones, recently confirmed by 
the Senate as a temporary rear admiral, was born in 
Virginia, Nov. 14, 1863, and was appointed to the Naval 
Academy from that State in September, 1880. He is 
one of the few survivors of the disaster which befell the 
American vessels during the hurricane of March 15, 
1889, at Apia, Samoa. At that time he was an ensign 
aboard the Nipsic, which had been struck amidships 
by the German gunboat Olga, which drifted ashore in the 
hurricane, and was fast being swept on a reef. The 
funnel of the Nipsic was. rolling about the deck, and as 
further attempts to save her were considered useless, 
Comdr. Dennis W. Mullen gave orders to beach her, 
which was successfully done under the direction of 
Ensign Jones. During the war with Spain Admiral 
Jones was a lieutenant on the Chicago, and he was pro- 
moted a captain on Oct. 17, 1911. Admiral Jones has 
been a popular commander afloat. He is an ordnance 
expert and has served among many other duties as a 
superintendent of the Naval Gun Foundry. 

Rear Admiral William R. Shoemaker, U.S.N., re- 
cently confirmed by the Senate as a temporary rear ad- 
miral, was: born in Tottenville, Staten Island, N.Y., 
Feb. 10, 1863, and was graduated from Annapolis in 
1884. When the Spanish-American War broke out he 
was a lieutenant, junior grade,.and was given command 
of the torpedoboat Talbot. He was made a captain Oct. 
26, 1911. Admiral Shoemaker is among the best. elec- 
trical experts in the Navy and took a course in electric- 
ity at Johns Hopkins University from 1889 to 1892. He 
served in the Philippine insurrection, in the Arayat, 
and assisted in the rescue of the Waller party. He has 
served as Chief of Staff with Rear Admirals Schroeder 
and Osterhaus, and has served on the General Board of 
the Navy. He is an expert on naval.operations, organi- 
zation, strategy and ,tactics, and has lectured at the 
Naval War College on these and other subjects. 

Rear Admiral Edward W. Eberle, U.S.N., Superin- 
tendent of the United States Naval Academy, who was 
recently confirmed by the Senate as a temporary rear 
admiral, from captain, served. on the U.S.S. battleship 
Oregon on her famous run around the Horn in 1898 and 
was aboard her during the battle of Santiago, Cuba. In 
the latter fight Admiral Eberle, then a lieutenant, was 
in command of the forward 13-inch guns. Following 
the Santiago campaign the Oregon returned to the Pa- 
cific, Lieutenant Eberle going as flag lieutenant. He 
was executive officer of the battleship Louisiana on the 
cruise of the Atlantic fleet around the world, and while 
in command of the gunboat Wheeling took that vessel 
from Puget Sound around the world to the Portsmouth, 
N.H., navy yard, going via Alaska, Bering Sea, China, 
India and the Mediterranean. Admiral Eberle was born 
in Texas, Aug. 17, 1864, and entered the Naval Academy 
in 1881. He has spent a little over nineteen years at 
sea and a little over sixteen on shore duty. 

Rear Admiral Robert E. Coontz, U.S.N., recently 
confirmed by the Senate to the above named rank tem- 
porarily, was born’in Missouri, June 11, 1864, and en- 
tered the Naval Academy in 1881. He has over twenty 
years’ sea duty to his credit- and some fourteen years 
of shore duty. Among other duties he has been com- 
mandant of the navy yard at Puget Sound. 

Brig. Gen. Jesse McI. Carter, N.A. (Colonel of U.S. 
Cavalry), has been appointed to grade of major general, 
National Army, by virtue of his incumbency of the office 
of Chief of the Militia Bureau of the War Department. 
That action was based on an act of Congress conferring 
the grade of major general on officers at the head of 
bureaus of the War Department. General Carter is 
from Missouri, and was graduated from the United States 
Military Academy in the class of 1886. Most of his 
service of nearly forty years has been in the Cavalry. 
He has served two details in the General Staff Corps, 
and became head of the Militia Bureau, succeeding Gen. 
W. A. Mann, selected to @mmand the 42d Division 
(Rainbow). 

Cols. Henry G. Learnard, Adjutant General’s Depart- 
ment; William T. Wood and Thomas Q. Donaldson, In- 
spector General's Department, and William 8. Pierce, 
John H. Rice and Tracy C. Dickson, Ordnance Depart- 
ment. U.S.A., were confirmed as brigadier generals in 
the National Army on Feb. 25. All these officers are 
graduates of the U.S. Military Academy. Generals Wood 
and Dickson are on the retired list. 

Major William Everett Parker, U.S.M.C., who was placed 
on the retired list for disability in the line of duty on 
Feb. 8, 1918, was born in Virginia, Jan. 9, 1884. He 
was appointed a second lieutenant in the Marine Corps 
from Rhode Island in 1904, was promoted to captain in 
1912 and major in 1918. In August, 1915, he went with 
the ist Provisional Brigade of Marines to Port au 
Prince, Haiti.

DEATH OF GENERAL BRECK, U.S.A. 


Brig. Gen. Samuel Breck, U.S.A., retired, died at his 
home, 1654 Beacon street, Brookline, Mass., Feb. 23, 
1918, aged eighty-four years. General Breck, who was 
a notable officer of the old Army, was born in Middle- 
boro, Mass., on Feb. 25, 1834, of the eighth generation 
from Edward Breck, who came to Dorchester from Ash- 
ton, England, in 1635. He was graduated from the U.S. 
Military Academy on July 1, 1855, and was promoted 
in the Army to brevet second lieutenant of Artillery 
and second heutenant Ist Artillery same day. He served 
in the Florida war against the Seminole Indians in 
1855-6, and when he was transferred to duty in the 
Southwest in 1859 he marched from Helena, Ark., to 
Fort Clark, Tex., during the same year. He returned 





to duty at Fort Moultrie, where he remained until 1860, 
when he was detailed at the Military Academy as assist- 
ant professor of geography,.history and ethics, serving 
up to April 26, 1861, when he became principal assist- 
ant professor of geography, history and ethics, which 
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position he occupied: till Dee. 3, 1861, in: the meantime 
having again been promoted first lieutenant, Ist Artillery, 
April 11,-1861, which grade he held to Feb. 20, 1862. 

He was appointed captain and assistant ‘adjutant gen- 
ers’ on Nov. 29, 1861, and served in the War of the Re- 
beiiion from 1861 to 1866 as assistant adjutant general 
of General McDowell’s division, Army of the Potomac, 
in the defences of Washington, D.C., to March 24, 1862, 
when he took the field as assistant adjutant general of 
the Ist Army Corps, and of the Department of the Rap- 
pahannock. He engaged in the occupation of Fredericks- 
burg, Va., on April 18, 1862, and in the expedition to 
the Shenandoah Valley, to intercept the retreat of the 
rebel forces under General Jackson in May and June, 
1862. He became a major in 1862; a lieutenant colonel 
in February, 1887; a colonel in August, 1893, and adju- 
tant general with the rank. of brigadier general on Sept. 
11, 1897. From the early seventies General Breck had 
extended service throughout the country. He retired for 
age on Feb. 25, 1898. 

General Breck was a member of the New England 
Historic-Genealogical Society and the National Geograph- 
ical Society. He was the third of his family to bear the 
name of Samuel, and it is notable that his only son, who 
survives him, bears the same name. He is Dr. Samuel 
Breck, of Newbury street, and his eldest son, Samuel 
Breck, of Middleboro, has his father’s name, and in turn 
his infant son, Dr. Breck’s grandson, likewise bears the 
same family name of Samuel Breck. From General 
Breck’s father down to the infant child, Samuel Breck, 
six generations in direct line have thus borne this name. 
General Breck, in addition to his only son, Dr. Breck, 
is survived by a half-sister, Miss Lucy S. Breck, in 
Bridgewater. General Breck on Sept. 23, 1857, mar- 
ried Caroline J. Brackett, daughter of Samuel Brackett. 
Mrs. Breck died about seventeen years ago. 
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RECENT DEATHS. 

Chief Engineer Edward Farmer, U.S.N., retired, who 
had the rank of rear admiral, and whose home had been 
at 274 Newbury streét, Boston, Mass., died there on Feb. 
20, 1918. He was born on March 1, 1836, at Weathers- 
field, Vt., and was the son of Edward and Lydia A. 
Farmer. In May, 1859, he was appointed as third as- 
sistant engineer in the United States Navy and rose 
through second assistant to . first assistant engineer, 
which he became in May, 1863. On March 4, 1871, he 
was made chief engineer. He was retired on March 1, 
1898, on reaching the age of sixty-two years. In June, 
1906, he was advanced to the rank of rear admiral. In 
the Civil War he served on various vessels. 

Brig. Gen. Michael V. Sheridan, U.S.A., retired, died 
at his home in Washington, D.C., Feb. 21, 1918, aged 
seventy-eight. General Sheridan was a brother of the 
late Gen. Phil Sheridan. He was born in: Somerset, 
Ohio, May 24, 1840. When the Civil War. began Gen- 
eral Sheridan was a student at the Dominican institu- 
tion at his home town. . He accepted a commission as 
first lieutenant, 2d Missouri Infantry, Sept. 7, 1863. 
He was appointed captain and aide de camp to’ his 
brother May 18, 1864, and he received the brevet rank 
of lieutenant colonel for his services. General Sheridan 
entered the Regular Army Feb, 23, 1866 as a second 
lieutenant, 5th Cavalry and served as aid and military 
secretary to his brother up to the time of that distin- 
guished soldier’s death in 1888.. Gen. Michael V. Sheri- 
dan was present at the surrender of Lee’s army and 
went on the evening of the surrender to inform General 
Lee that 21,000 Union rations had been ordered sent to 
the hungry Confederates from the enemy camp. He was 
promoted captain 7th Cavalry in July, 1866; major and 
assistant adjutant general in 1883, lieutenant colonel in 
1892, colonel in 1907, and was appointed brigadier gen- 
eral, U.S.A., in 1902. He was retired at his own re- 
quest April 13, 1902, after serving in the Pastern De- 
partment at New York. During the war with Spain, 
General Sheridan served as a brigadier general of Vol- 
unteers. 

In G.O. 2, Feb. 18, 1918, Camp Grant, Rockford, IIl., 
announcing the death of Brig: Gen. Frederick W. Sib- 
ley, U.S.A., retired, at the base hospital at the camp, 
on Feb. 17, Major Gen. Thomas H. Barry, U.S.A., com- 
manding, says in part: “General Sibley was a born sol- 
dier, unusually able ‘as a Cavalry commander, and as a 
young officer of the 2d Cavalry distinguished himself by 
brilliant and courageous conduct in action, for which 
he was brevetted Ist lieutenant, Feb. 27, 1890. He en- 
deared himself to all by his quiet, courteous, unassum- 
ing and cheerful manner. He loved his home and found 
his greatest happiness there. He leaves behind him a 
spotless reputation. In his death the country and the 
Army have lost a most efficient officer. Heartfelt sym- 
pathy is extended to his family.” 

The death of Lieut. Comdr. Robert Oliver Baush, U. 
S.N., which we briefly noted in a previous issue, oc- 
curred on the hospital ship Solace Feb. 14, 1918, as re- 
sult of accident on board one of the battleships. His 
ship was engaged in an “all hand” maneuver and owing 





.to his particular duties he was in immediate charge of 


the engineers’ force on deck. ing two of the crew 
standing in a position where they were in imminent dan- 
ger, without a thought of his own safety, Lieutenant 
Commander Baush pushed them aside. In stepping clear 
to save himself he accidentally fell into the coal chute, 
falling a distance of about forty feet. He was lifted 
out in an unconscious condition and later transferred 
to the hospital ship, where he died some hours later. 
News of the accident was transmitted to his wife, but 
she was kept in suspense until the hospital ship docked 
later. Lieutenant Commander Baush was married two 
years ago to Miss Lucille Belt, of Dallas, Tex. Mrs. 
Baush is a sister of Lieut. Comdr. Haller Belt, U.S.N., 
who was a classmate of her husband at Annapolis. 
Funeral services were held at the home of his mother, 
Mrs. Laura K. Baush, Somerset, Pa., Feb. 18, conducted 
by Dr. I. Hess Wagner, pastor of Trinity Lutheran 
Church, with which the young officer was identified 
since childhood. 

Lord Thomas Brassey, one of Great Britain’s foremost 
public men, and noted the world over as a naval author- 
ity, died at London, England, Feb. 23, 1918, in his 
eighty-third year. He had celebrated his eighty-second 
birthday on Feb. 11, 1918. He was a most kindly and 
unassuming gentleman and a wonderfully active man. 
He had been a subscriber to the ARMY AND Navy 
JouRNAL for fifty years. After turning over his famous 
yacht Sunbeam to the government in 1914, when Great 
Britain entered the war, Lord Brassey in 1915 took 
part in the operations at the Dardanelles in his eightieth 
year. He was a bold and skillful navigator and had 
personally sailed his yacht Sunbeam in all the waters 
of the world. He passed an examination for a master’s 
certificate when quite a young man, and the Sunbeam 
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under his command: had-a. record of 400,000 ‘miles to her 


credit for voyages, a record held. by no other yachtsman. 
Lord Brassey, whose father was a wealthy contractor, 
won degrees at Oxford in law and histery at the age of 
twenty-three, and was admitted to the.bar. He served 
in Parliament for twenty-one years in the House of 
Commons. He was.a recognized authority in Parlia- 
ment on nautical questions. In 1880. he became Civil 
Lord of the Admiralty, and in 1884 he was given the 
important post of .Secretary of the Admiralty. Lord 
Brassey revolutionized the naval administration of the 
empire and also devoted his talents to the mercantile 
marine. He established. a naval reserve, by which the 
men of the merchant marine and the fishing industry 
were available in time of war. Lord Brassey was presi- 
dent of the Institute of Naval Architects for two years, 
and served as Governor of Victoria from’ 1895 to 1900. 
He was'a commander of the Legion of Honor and held 
the Grand Cross of the Order of the Crown of Italy. 
He was the author of a work on the British navy in 
five volumes, which he published in 1881, and was the 
founder and first editor of the “Naval Annual,” . “Work 
and Wages,” “Foreign Work with British Wages” and 
“Sixty Years of Progress” were other well known works 
from the pen of Lord Brassey. 

Civil Engr. Carl A. Bostrom, U.S.N., died at Norfolk, 
Va., Feb. 26, 1918. He was born in the District of Co- 
lumbia April 29, 1879, and was appointed July 30, 1907. 

Assistant Paymr. Richard R. Bolles, U.S.N., died on 


the train on which he was being taken from Burke’s 
Sanitarium, Sonoma County, Cal., to the Mare Island 
Naval Hospital,-a distance of only a few miles, on Feb. 


19, 1918. He was taken ill while on duty at Guam in 
August, only two months after his arrival there from 
the States, but did not give up work until a month 
later. He was under treatment at Yokohama for some 
time before he was strong enough for the trip to Mare 
Island, Cal., where physicians found that he was suffer- 
ing from an incurable liver malady. The trip to Burke’s 
was made in the hope that he might be given some: re- 
lief, but he was there only a week when it was decided 
best for him to return to the naval hospital. With him 
when he died were his wife and younger daughter. The 
elder, Miss Betty Bolles, was attending college in Berke- 
ley and was immediately summoned. Funeral . services 
were held at St. Peter’s Chapel, Mare Island, Feb. 21, 
and the remagns were cremated. He was born in Massa- 
chusetts, Nov. 13, 1871, and was appointed an assistant 
paymaster in 1917, after serving as a chief pay clerk. 

Capt. and Engrs. David McComas French, U.S.C.G., 
died at San Francisco, Cal., Feb. 28. 

Capt. James Fenimore Cooper, jr., O.R.C., son of Mr. 
and Mrs. James Fenimore Cooper, of Albany and 
Cooperstown, N.Y., and a great-grandson of the author, 
died at Camp Dix, Wrightstown, N.J., Feb. 16, 1918, 
after a nine-days illness of pneumonia. Captain Cooper 
was educated at. Yale University and last summer at- 
tended the officers’ training camp at Madison Barracks. 

The Navy Department has been advised of the death 
of Ensign Clarence S. Reed, U.S:N.R.F., 120 South 
avenue, Whitman, Mass., as the result.of a seaplane ac- 
cident in France Feb. 27, 1918. Ensign Reed was born 
at Whitman, Mass.; on May 25, 1894, and was enrolled 


‘in the provisional rank and grade of Ensign in the United 


States Naval Reserve Force, Class 4, for general _ser- 
vice on Feb. 11, 1918, in which grade he was serving at 
the date of his death. 

Ensign Scott H. North, U.S.N., died on board a» hos- 
pital ship abroad, from natural ‘causes on Feb. 19; 1918. 

Mrs. Lillie P. Garth, sister of the late Capt. C. C. 
Cornwell, U.S.N., and aunt of Lieut. Comdr. C. E. Smith, 
U.S.N., died at Annapolis, Md., on Feb. 18, 1918. 

Mrs. Victorianne Kimball, wife of Col. A. W..Kim- 
ball, Q.M. Corps, U.S.A., and mother of Mrs. Robert 
C. Brady, Misses Jaunita and Amy Kimball, Sergt. Car- 
los Kimball and Lieut. E. A. Kimball, died at the 
Hospital for Women of Maryland, Baltimore, Md., on 
Feb. 7, 1918. 

Mrs. Grace Condit-Smith Key, wife of Commodore 
Albert L. Key, U.S.N., retired, died at her home in the 
Navy Yard, Boston, Mass., Feb. 20, 1918. The cause of 
death was heart trouble, brought on by an electric shock 
received recently while witnessing an X-ray exposure in 
a hospital.

Her eldest sister, who was 
with her at the last, is the wife of Major General Leon- 
ard Wood, U.S.A. Her other sister married Major Rich- 
ard S. Hooker, U.S.M.C., who was one of the officers in 
the rescuing party that liberated his wife and other 
Americans who were imprisoned at Pekin during the 
Boxer uprising. Mrs. Key was a well-known figure in 
Washington society throughout her residence there. A 
part of this period her husband was-naval aid to Presi- 
dent Roosevelt. Mrs. Key lived for a time in Japan, 
when her husband was naval attaché of the American 
Legation at Tokio. During late years the family home 
has been at Cnattanooga, Tenn.

Col. John C. F. Tillson, U.S.A., made the principal 
address at the Washington’s Birthday celebration of the 
Daughters of the American Revolution in New York 
city on Feb. 22, one of his themes being the improvement 
of the morale of the men of our Army to-day over those 
of Civil War times. “During the Civil War,” Colonel 
Tillson said, “I saw at the big concentration depots whole 
companies of troops on their way to the trains throw 
away their equipment and flee. They don’t do that these 
days. And I don’t want to boast, but many thousands 
of the new Army have been so large physically that it 
was necessary to change the standardization of our uni- 
forms and equipment. We have men in France to-day 
who are almost supermen.” He added: “As a soldier, 
I bring you no words of criticism. Our Government has 
raised one million and a half soldiers. And do you actu- 
ally know that this great Army was raised according to 
the plans of George Washington? He was the first 
President to advocate military preparedness, and the 
present day Army was organized according to the plan 
with which he continually confronted the Colonial Con- 
gress.

PUNISHMENT FOR DESERTERS. 

In a communication to the War Department from 
Major Gen, C. G. Treat, N.A., the commanding general 
of the 37th Division, in which attention is called to the 
number of desertions at Camp Sheridan, that officer 
expresses deep concern regarding the condition of affairs 
and expresses the opinion that the average soldier does 
not reajize the seriousness of the crime of desertion in 
time of war and concludes with this paragraph: “As 
much @ I regret the necessity, I fully believe that the 
supreme penalty should be meted ont in flagrant cases, 
in order to bring these young men to a full realization 
of the enormity’ of the offense.” 

The letter was referred to the Judge Advocate Gen- 


eral of the Army and in his comments, General Crow- 
der said: “Undoubtedly cases will occur during the pres- 
ent war, as they have occured in all other wars, when 
it will be necessary to inflict the extreme penalty of 
death for desertion, but this office questions the wisdom 
of attempting to formulate a definite policy with refer- 
ence to this matter. As the suggestion of the Command- 
ing General does not relate to any particular case, or 
set of facts, anything said by this office must be in the 
nature of a general discussion of the subject of desertion, 
%+s causes and possible corrective measures. 

“Desertion is a very serious military offense, especi- 
ally in time of war. When committed in the theater of 
war, at points in the line of communication, at ports 
of embarkation and at such other places, or under such 
other circumstances, as indicates cowardice or an active 
spirit of disloyalty, drastic penalties are very often 
justified. It is very seriously doubted if the imposition 
of the extreme penalty in this country when desertion oc- 
curs from training and mobilization camps far removed 
from the theater of hostilities, is demanded by the exi- 
gencies of the Service, we would be sustained and justi- 
fied by the sentiment of the country. The Army now 
being assembled is made up of young men drawn from 
the homes of the nation. Many of them are mere boys 
who perhaps have never before been absent from home. 
Many of them are undisciplined in mind and body. Un- 
doubtedly for a time they will find it difficult to dis- 
tinguish a call into the military Service from the con- 
tractual obligation of civil life, or to clearly perceive 
that a change of status has been effected and a grave 
obligation to the country either assumed or imposed 
upon them. The records coming to this office indicate 
that in a great majority of cases of desertion, the 
offenders are of immature years and have been but 
recently inducted into the military Service. “They have 
been taken away from all their familiar surroundings 
and associations and placed in an entirely new enyviron- 
ment and it is very probable that many have deserted 
and sought to return to their homes, impelled to do so 
by an overwhelming sense of loneliness and homesickness, 

“Again desertion is frequently caused by conditions 
and association existing in an organization which prove 
distasteful and which may seem no longer tolerable to 
young men who are still unaccustomed to the surround- 
ings and vigorous discipline of camp life. In dealing 
with the new undisciplined Army, while penalties must 
and should be imposed, they should be fashioned and 
tempered to meet the conditions as they exist. It ig 
peculiarly true that fear of punishment has not always 
proven an efficacious preventive of desertion. The most 
effective preventive is the development of a proper mili- 
tary spirit and an appreciation of the fact that to desert 
in time’ of war is a dishonorable and cowardly act. 

“This office is strongly impressed with the view that a 
grave duty rests on all officers, and particularly upon 
company commanders, with reference to the matter of 
desertions. It is clearly the duty of officers to impress 
upon the young soldiers lessons of patriotism and loyalty, 
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to teach them the necessity for obedience and military 
discipline and, above all, to impress upon them the 
gravity of the offense of desertion. The difference in the 
status of a soldier as compared with that of a civilian 
should be carefully explained. The Articles of War 
should not only be read te the enlisted men, but they 
should be explained and their purpose laid before the 
young soldier in such a way as to make him understand 
that in becoming a soldier, he has subjected himself to 
new control and has assumed obligations of service that 
did not rest with him in his capacity as a citizen. Offi- 
cers should be willing to hear the complaints of enlisted 
men. They should take an interest in their company life, 
to endeavor on all occasions to remove the existence of 
those causes which make for dissatisfaction and deser- 
tion. If the ideas advanced could be followed through- 
out the Service, undoubtedly desertions would be les- 
sened to a great extent, and this, together with the in- 
fliction of such penalties as courts-martial may adjudge 
in such cases as are brought to trial, ‘will, it is believed, 
meet all the requirements of the situation without at- 
tempting to formulate in advance of actual trial a policy 
which would seem to indicate the measure of punishment 
to be awarded in any particular case.” ‘ 

A memorandum attached by the Secretary of War to 
the opinion states that a bulletin on the subject of de- 
sertion will shortly be issued from the office of The Ad- 
jutant General.

GEN. PEYTON C. MARCH RETURNS 

Majer Gen. Peyton C. March, U.5S.A., arrived at an 
Atlantic port on March 1, accompanied by Major Gens. 
Samuel D. Sturgis, N.A., commanding 87th Division, 
Camp Pike, Ark.,-and Major Gen. Francis H. French, 
N.A., commanding 81st Division, Camp Jackson, S.C. 
General March gave a more extensive interview than is 
customary with officers returning from abroad, stating 
that one of the first changes he intended advocating when 
he reached Washington was that of the regulations con- 
cerning press censorship. 

“This is a great war, and I know of no way in which 
a great war can be conducted without resulting in the 
injury and death of many men. Why then, should news 
of such happenings be kept from the public?” General 
March said, according to an interview in the New York 
Evening Sun. He continued: “I realize the difficulty 
of talking to mewspaper reporters, but I want to say 
frankly now, that I think that muzzling censorship of 
any kind is lamentable. I am geing to advocate “ change 
on reaching Washington. American officers in France 


cannot understand why there should be any rigorous 
censorship. Though it is necessary that we show the 
greatest consideration for relatives and friends of the 
men who may be hurt or killed in battle, still the public 
is entitled to know what is going on. It must know the 
facts. 

“The health of the American troops in France is splen- 
did. There is less illness, less discontent, and, in fact, 
generally better morale among the men over there than 


there was among the men along the Mexican border, 
where I was stationed before geing to France. In fact, 
it is no exaggeration to say that so contented and happy 
are some of our men over there, that many of them con- 
sider they are out on a lark. The majority of these men 
have never been out of the United States before; in fact, 
many of them have never been outside of their home 
states before, and everything over there is novel to them. 
This helps to keep them interested and to keep up the 
merale of the troops. 

“Our American soldiers are going through their train- 
ing in France with the greatest enthusiasm possible. Our 
men are now wonderfully well trained im all the details 
of modern warfare, and they can handle themselves with 
credit. The United States can depend on these men. 
Before I left France to return to the United States, I 

ed all of the fronts, and I can assure the people 
of the c nited States that when the proper time comes, 
the Americans facing the Germans will make a splendid 
showing for their country. They will maintain the 
highest traditions of our history.”

Capt. Joseph N. Marx, Cayv., U.S.A., on patrol duty 
on the Mexican border near El Paso, Texas, was fired 
upon by Mexican snipers Feb. 23, one bullet striking 
him in the leg. An enlisted man of the patrol is re- 
ported missing and his horse was shot and killed. 

All previous records for total number of flying hours 
were broken at Kelly Field, Texas, when a total of 882 
flying hours was*attained on Feb. 22. This was accom- 
plished with 135 machines, in an effort to make an 
average of eight hours of fiying per machine. It is the 
highest record made by any school in the country. Alti- 
tude records were br oken during the week at Kelly Field 
when Major H. B. 8. Burwell, U.5.A., officer in charge 
of fiying, went up 18,000 feet. 

Qne hundred and fifty-seven soldiers—mostly Germans 
and Austrians—have been taken from troops at 
Camp Greene, N.C., according to a dispatch of Feb. 25.

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The French Chamber of Deputies voted on Feb. 27 to 
appropriate 110,000,000 francs to be used in chartering 
German ships placed at the disposal of France by Brazil. 
The vote was 317 to 111. Foreign Minister Pichon, in 
supporting the measure, said it was the first transaction 
between the French and Brazilian governments since 
Brazil broke with Germany, and was a genuine demon- 
stration of Brazil’s friendship toward France. The Bra- 
zilian government, he said, had had to choose between 
identical offers from the United States and France. 
Very amicably Brazil had leased the ships to France 
and no less amicably the United States had accepted the 
decision. The agreement consecrated the entente between 
France and Brazil.

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The office of the Surgeon General of the Navy has 
prepared a number of booklets for distribution on trans- 
ports cautioning the men against spitting on the decks 
and in the mess sections of the ships. The danger of 
the dirty towel, swapping tobacco pipes and many other 
methods of transmitting disease are emphasized. In ad- 
dition to the booklets it is the intention of the Surgeon 
General to have posted about the ships posters calling 
attention to these matters and warning of the dangers 
of carelessness in health precautions. _ 
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A TECHNICALLY SELECTED ARMY. 


One of the gravest errors committed by the war de- 
partments of Great Britain and France at the outbreak 
of the war in 1914 was the mishandling of man-power, 
especially with reference to sending technically trained 
men to the actual fighting zones when they would have 
been much more useful at other stations. It took a good 
many months for both of those countries to effect a 


change in this misdirection of man-power and mean- 
while thousands of specialists, ranging from skilled me- 


chanics to scientists, were killed on the field of battle. 
Both English and French military counsellors of the 
United States pointed out the seriousness of the error 
they had committed in this respect and urged upon our 
officers the absolute necessity of adopting some system 
of classification whereby both officers and men could be 
put in the right place rather than in any place so long 


as he was in the ranks. 

The first effort to take advantage of this lesson was 
made by the Quartermaster Corps of the Army. The 
calling out of the National Guard troops for service on 
the Mexican border in 1916 gave the “old Army” officers 
a foretaste of what the problem of handling a real mod- 
ern army means. And: the Quartermaster Corps made 
a serious and successful effort to induce civilian experts 
in all matters coming within its purview to try for com- 
missions in the Q.M. Reserve Corps. Under the direction 
of Major Gen. Henry P. McCain, The Adjutant General, 
a system of classifying the enlisted personnel of our 
Armies was adopted, the fruits of which have already 
been. well demonstrated, although no Army statistics 
have been made public heretofore. 

The proof of the pudding lies rather in figures in this 
era of statistics than in “the eating” of the old adage. 
Some facts in this line as to the work of the Committee 
on Classification of Personnel in the Army (working in 
The Adjutant General's office) were given by Prof. W. 
V. Bingham at a conference of the National Vocational 
Guidance Association held at Atlaptic City on Feb. 27. 
They showed, among other things, that our Military Es- 
tablishment is no longer made up of “hand picked” 
Armies (based on physique and a fair degree of men- 
tality), but of troops selected for the various corps by 
reason of their special training and fitness. Not only 
have 102,000 men been thus transferred, but in The Ad- 
jutant General's office there is now a complete index of 
every man in the Regular Army, National Guard and 
National Army, showing his occupational experience, 
his education and his special qualifications. The de- 
tailed information had made it possible to send to Gen- 
eral Pershing, as well as to the vari us cantonments as 
needed, all sorts of mechanics, technicians, car builders, 
foresters and other specially trained men. And this sys- 
tem is so admirably worked out that it also provides 
for the future as well as what it has already accom- 
plished. 

Curiosities of this new system of directing the Army 
enlisted personnel into its proper “vocational” channel, 
as stated by Professor Bingham, are that the number of 
experienced grocers in the Army was sufficient to meet 
all purposes, but that there was a great shortage of 
cooks and shoemakers, and a still greater shortage of 
gas-engine repair men and airplane mechanics.” _Among 
the 100,000 enlisted men already transferred under this 
new system it was stated that over 100 capable physi- 
cists and meteorologists are imperatively needed by the 
Aviation Section; chemists for gas defense work; surgi- 
cal instrument repairmen; bacteriologists; refrigeration 
experts for the food service of the Quartermaster Corps; 
480 crane operators, 1,230 foresters and thousands of 
railroad builders, railway shop mechanics and other 
skilled workmen for engineer regiments already overseas; 
1,600 accountants, inspectors, machinists, gunsmiths and 
other ordnance specialists; 275 French speaking chauf- 
fers; an entire regiment of 2,600 Frénch speaking men 
for Army headquarters to serve mainly as military po- 
lice, and 5,000 mechanics and technicians for the avia- 
tion service. 

Both in the Army and Navy officers have become thor- 
oughly familiar by this time with the operation ef this 
new method of selecting soldiers and sailors for special 
units according to this plan; for this system is in use 
in the Navy as well as in the Army. But they see its 
workings only in detail, and it is most encouraging to 
give a general summary of the broader aspects of the 
work. For it shows that in respect to the distribution 
of man-power effectively we have learned at least one 
gound military lesson from our Allies that cost them so 
heavily and so bitterly.

THE BROWNING GUN TRIALS. 

The exhibition of the capacities of the Browning gun 
which was given at the Congress Heights range near 
Washington on Feb. 27, as described on page 1006, was 
largely for the benefit of the general public through the 
newspaper men invited to be present and for the members 
of Congress who were interested spectators.. There was 
no intention to make it an- exhaustive test, it is stated, 
and at no time were service conditions approached. The 
light type automatic rifle and the heavier automatic gun 
functioned admirably, however, and the spectators were 
particularly impressed with their simplicity, in the com- 
paratively small number of parts involved in their con- 
struction. The Browning rifles used came to the War 
Department not as specially selecied pieces, but as so 
many weapons taken from stock as the result of quantity 
production. That the Browning is the best machine rifle 
in the world, as claimed for it by its advocates, re- 
mains to be proved under the test of war. But that it 
is an admirable weapon of modern warfare this exhibi- 
tion made evident; as have, apparently, the more exact- 
ing and technical tests by experts, to which the Commit- 
tee on Public Information refers in its announcements 
as to the weapon, without going into specific detail. The 
light-type Browning is in some respects of the class of 
the French Chauchat, and its light weight (fifteen 
pounds unloaded ) gives it many advantages. With this, 
however, naturally goes a more rapid heating of the 
barrel, making a weapon primarily for use in sudden 
bursts of. firing such as in an attempt to rush enemy 
trenches, rather than one for sustained action, such as 
the Lewis and Vickers guns had to bear in the retreat 
from Mons. But this is offset by the relatively light 
weight of the “heavy” Browning which makes it pos- 
sible to use that gun for such purposes. 

The mechanism of the gun is relatively as simple as 
that of a Colt automatic pistol. The representative of 
the Winchester Arms Company disassembled one of the 
guns for a representative of the ARMY AND Navy JouR- 
NAL. Contrary to general supposition, the light piece 
is a gas gun. A flash of gas releases the action; a 
powerful spring inserted in a tube under the barrel pro- 
vides the power to continue the movement. «There is not 
a complicated piece of mechanism in the piece. Anyone 
ean take the gun to pieces with the help of a bullet or 
a nail. In the exhibition, although no attempt was 
made to show accuracy of fire, it is evident that in good 
hands the weapons are effective. In automatic firing 
there was-no. difficulty in holding the piece on the target, 
the recoil of the shot being taken up by counter-springs 
and the operation of the mechanism. 

The heavy-type Browning, which is water cooled, 
weighs about thirty pounds, exclusive of the tripod, 
about ten pounds heavier than the Lewis gun. It is a 
“kicker,” that is, the mechanism is operated by the re- 
coil caused by the discharge of the cartridge. Its gen- 
eral action, otherwise, is quite similar’ to that of the 
light gun. It also is both automatic and semi-automatic. 
It fires at the rate of 500 shots a minute. In the early 
tests of the handmade heavies, made before the gun’s 
adoption by the War Department, one was discharged 
39,600 times without cessation or interruption of any 
kind. 


_— 
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EXPANSION OF THE WAR DEPARTMENT. 

Some idea of the increased activities of the War De- 
partment in the city of Washington alone may be ob- 
tained from a comparison of the amount of floor space 
which is now required by that department and that 
which was in use previous to the entrance of the United 
States into the war. Prior to that time the War De- 
partment was housed in the public buildings and rented 
outside space amounting to 32,608 square feet. At the 
present time the department retains its space in the 
publicly owned buildings and is renting 1,647,023 square 
feet of space in outside buildings. This foot measure 
does not include halls or corridors, but actual space in 
use. The rental of these buildings, which are in almost 
every section of Washington and include machine shops, 
laboratories and storage buildings, as well as other build- 
ings of ‘almost every type, has been conducted by Albert 
G. Drane, chief of the Supply Division of the War De- 
partment, who’ is also superintendent of all the outside 
buildings. 

The use of a large number of these rented buildings 
will cease, however, when the appropriation of $8,000,- 
000 which has been asked for becomes available. Under 
this appropriation the War Department expects to erect 
a number of buildings’ which will meet the demands of 
most of the various sections under the department which 
are now housed in these rented buildings. It is under- 
stood that the largest of the contemplated structures is 
to be erected in the section of the city east of 6th street, 
near Missouri avenue, on land now- owned by the Gov- 
ernment. Other buildings will be constructed in the 
Potomac Park section, not far distant from the State, 
War and Navy building. 

The demand for this additional floor space will be 
better. understood when it is realized that the entire 
force of civilian employees, clerks and employees of all 
classes at the beginning of our participation in the war 
numbered less than 1,800. At the present time the num- 
ber of civilian employees of the War Department located 





in Washington is 12,376; and the addition of 5,000 
more clerks and other civilian employees has been recom- 
mended. It is expected that these additional] 5,000 clerks 
will be on the rolls before June 30 next. The figures 
do not include any of the commissioned officers attached 
to the branches of the department and do not take in 
the enlisted men on duty in Washington. 
WEEDING OUT M.R.C. OFFICERS. 

From the date of the declaration of a state of war 
with Germany up to Feb. 23, the Surgeon General of 
the Army has discharged 1,050 officers of the Medical 
Reserve Corps other than the thirty-one removed by 
death. In the following table the reason assigned for 








discharge does not isolate under “inaptitude for the 
service” all those whose dismissal was, in considerable 
degree, due to inefficiency or incompetency, since the 
latter reasons had weight in many cases otherwise 
classified. The members discharged are elassified as 
follows:

During the same period there have been 2,265 promo- 
tions of Medical Reserve Corps officers, including some 
officers promoted more than once. 

These discharges are in addition to about 4,000 promo- 
tions of applicants previous to their acceptance, 21,740 
having been accepted and recommended to The Adjutant 
General’s Office for commission and of these 13,687 were 
on active duty on Feb. 23. The total strength of the 
Medical Corps on that date is as follows:

At the outbreak of the war there were 877 medical 


officers, 490 Regulars and 387 Reserve officers, on active 
duty. 

All the physicians and surgeons taken into the Medical 
Reserve Corps to care for the new armies were chosen by 
the following plan: (1) All candidates were required to 
oe certified by the American Medical Association as 
being reputable and in good standing. (2) All candi- 
dates were required to be practicing physicians legalized 
to practice by state laws.. They were, therefore, doc- 
tors whom any person might have called into his own 
home when a member of his family was sick. (3) All 
candidates for the Medical Reserve Corps were, prior to 
their acceptance for service, examined by a board of 
qualified and especially selected physicians and. sur- 
geons. These boards were mostly composed of Medical 
Reserve Corps officers who, in some cases, placed too 
high an estimate on the men they passed upon, hence at- 
tention has been given to checking up their work and 
calling before boards for re-examination all whose work 
does not clearly establish their ability to meet the 
standards set. 

During the first six months of the war, 228 Medical 
Reserve Corps officers were discharged for all causes. 
On Nov. 1, 1917, the Surgeon General sent a letter to 
commanding officers of medical units, calling attention to 
the War Department’s provision for the examination of 
Reserve officers as to “capacity, qualifications, conduct 
and efficiency.” Since Noy. 1 there have been 822 dis- 
charges in less than four months, and discharges are 
continuing at the rate of fifty a week. The rate of dis- 
charges was again -increased’ by a letter sent by the 
Surgeon General on Dee: 14, 1917, to department and 
division surgeons and’ commanding officers of hospitals 
outlining action to weed out incompetents by (a) psycho- 
‘logical examination for mental eapacity; (b) transfer of 
those unsatisfactory in their present work to other duties 
—to work involving no care of the sick for those who had 
been found unsatisfactory in that branch; (c) further 
instruction for those needing it; and (d) elimination 
from the Service of “men who by reason of physical or 
mental incapacity, viciousness or laziness cannot be made 
competent officers.”

NOTES OF THE ARMY. 
More Space for Flying. 

Immediate steps to reduce the number of collisions 
by student aviators, by spreading out the training areas, 
are to be taken by the War Department. It is planned 
te lay out flying fields in various directions from the 
training camps, to which the student aviators would fly 
each day in a previously arranged schedule. It is be- 
lieved this will eliminate the crewding in the air which 
has resulted in many “tight places” in which young 
aviators have not been able to maneuver safely. 

Right to Wear the Uniform. 


Under the provisions of Section 125 of the National 
Defense Act of June 3, 1916, “persons who in time of 
war have served honorably as officers of the U.S. Army, 
Navy or Marine Corps, regular or volunteer, and whose 
most recent service was terminated by an honorable dis- 
charge, muster out or resignation, may wear upon occa- 





sions of ceremony the uniform-of the highest grade they . 


have held by brevet or other commission in the Regular 
or Volunteer service.” Answering a query as to whether 


this privilege extends to honorably discharged Reserve~ 
or whether all Reserves and Nationals .. 


Corps: Officers,

tional Army officers who have served during the period 
of the war and hgve been honorably discharged. Of 
course it is understood that Reserve officers are not al- 
lowed to wear the uniform until they have been called 
and have served during the period of the war. 
President to Pass Upon Death Sentences. i 
The President has been called upon to pass upon the 
eases of four enlisted men of General. Pershing’s. Army 
in France who have been convicted by court-martial and 
sentenced to death for sleeping on post in the first line 
trenches. The cases have been referred to the War De- 
partment by General Pershing for final action. It was 
not necessary for General Pershing to refer these cases 
to the department, as the forces in France were ex- 
empted from the recent order which required cases in 
which the death penalty had been adjudged to be. sent 
to the President for final action, but General Pershing 
has seen fit to refer the cases and has indicated his ap- 
proval of the findings and the sentence.

Army Aerial Photography. 

Plans have been completed by the Signal Corps for the 
great enlargement of facilities for training and equipping 
the aerial photographic force of the Army for photo- 
graphing the German trenches from airplanes, Future 
facilities will be three times those at present existing and 
will be in full operation in three weeks. ‘The schools now 
operating at Langley Field, Fort Sill and Cornell will be 
consolidated into one large school of aerial photography 
at Rochester, N.Y., where all the primary training will 
be doné. Special equipment has been provided, with ovér 
100 instruetors. The present schools will be used for 
special and advanced training, particularly for the pho- 
tographic intelligence officers who will accompany the 
planes into the air on special occasions. The bulk of 
the training, however, will be for the developing and 


printing work, which must be done on a. standardized 


plan under processes specially developed during the war, 
and often in great haste on special motor lorries close 


to the front and to the staff. After a month’s course, the _ 


men will have a short advanced training and will be im- 
mediately sent over seas for operation in the American 
sector. 

School for Army Dental Surgeons. 

The Surgeon General of the Army has established. a 
school for the training of dental officers as a part of the 
Medical Officers’ 
Ga. Lieut. Col. John H. Snapp, Dental Corps (R.A.), 
is in command of the school, which gives a course of*in- 
struction of 360 hours covering a period of two months. 
Pighty-five will be admitted to the school at the begin- 
ning of each month, so that there will be two classes 
under instruction at all times, with eighty-five graduating 
every month, or at the rate-of a thousand a year. Dur- 
ing the first month the students will spend their 180 
hours in the study of general military subjects, for this 
purpose devoting much of the time to setting up exer- 
cises and to drill, but during the rest of the term the 
commandant will have them devote seventy hours to 
special military duties and 110 hours to the study ‘of 
dentistry as especially applied to military organization. 
The men while in the class retain their commissiorzied 
rank and receive pay for their grade, but lay it aside 


for training purposes, all being privates in the company 


organization except as they are designated for short 
periods to local non-commissioned rank that they may 
have that experience. 

The first class will be made-up of the younger officers 
of the Dental Corps, to give all such officers a good 
foundation to build upon; then-will follow the officers 
from the Dental Officers’ Reserve Corps. ‘The “faculty” 
will be selected from officers of the Dental Reserve 
Corps, who in their civil lives were instructors in the 
universities and leading dental schools. The course of 
instruction for the first class will begin on March 15. 

Clothing Abroad Bulletin Deferred. 

A proposed War Department Bulletin numbered two 
and dated Jan. 25, 1918, which relates to equipment a 
clothing for service abroad, has not yet made its official 
appearance. A tentative copy of it was mimeographed 
and its contents became public to some extent, but it 
was subsequently recalled for revision, 
that a number of changes have already been made and 
there may be further alterations which will be announced 
when completed.

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TEST OF BROWNING MACHINE RIFLE. 

Representatives of the press were invited to witness 
a public demonstration of the Browning machine rifle 
on Feb. 27. at Congress Heights Range across the: Po- 
tomac several miles southeast of Washington. Assistant 
Secretary of War Crowell, Brig. Gen. Charles B. 
Wheeler, Acting Chief of Ordnance, U.S.A., and mem- 
bers of Congress attended the demonstration, with offi- 
cers of our own and foreign Services, about 300 being 
present. 

The tests were in every way a success, only one slight 
hitch occurring during the firing. This was found later 
to have been due to an imperfect cartridge, which failed 
to explode. Army officers who witnessed the demon- 
stration expressed high approval of the new weapon, as 
did the firing squad, a special detail from the machine 
gun school at Springfield, Mass. It was stated that while 
every man in the squad had had experience with machine 
guns, none had seen a Browning gun until the previous 
Saturday, or fired one until the day of the test. 

Officers detailed at Washington on the various allied 
military missions were apparently impressed, but re- 
frained from expressions which might result in compari- 
sons with similar weapons in use abroad. One of the 
most interested witnesses was Lieutenant Colonel Trot- 
ter, machine gun expert of the British army. He dis- 
cussed the merits of both the light and heavy Browning 
guns with the men who have been handling them. The 
tests were also witnessed by Major General Headlam 
Colonel Symon, Lieutenant Colonel Giles  Tieet-oant 
Colonel Applin and Lieutenant Deithr, of the British 
military mission; Colonel C-!araet, Colonel Remond, 
Captain Hankar an@ “.<ytain Triebes, of the French 
mission; Mrie~ Osterrieth, of the Belgium war mission ; 
Lievts. ». D’Amico and E. D'Amico, of the Italian army, 
ana other foreign military officers. 

Among officers of our own Services and others who 
were present were Assistant Secretary of War Benedict 
Crowell, Major Gen. Henry G. Sharpe (Q.M.G.), of the 
War Council; Brig. Gen. C: B. Wheeler, Acting Chief 
of Ordnance; Major Gen. John Biddle, Acting Chief 
of Staff; Major Gen. George W. Goethals, Acting 
Quartermaster General; Major Gen. John L. Chamber- 
lain, Inspector General; Brig. Gen. F. H. Phillips, of 
the National Rifle Association; Lieut. Col. Morton C. 
Mumma, Gen. Staff, a noted rifleman; Lieut. Col. John 
H. Rice, of the Engineering Division of the Ordnance De- 
— Major rl McFarland, of the Machine Gun 

vision, and Capt. Herbert O'Leary, the three men who 
sponsored the Browning gun in the Army; Colonels 
Pierce, Carter, Horney and many other officers. Sena- 
tors Smoot, Warren, Shafroth, Wadsworth, Reed, Fre- 
linghuysen, New and Kirby, and other members of the 
Senate and House also were present. 

The gun was handled by twenty enlisted men, ten 
armed with the Browning machine rifle, the other ten 
acting as ammunition carriers. Firing was from the 
prone position, from the stending position, and from 
the hip without aim, at close :argets. The gunners were 
arranged in line of skirmishers prone and opened fire 
semi-automatic, firing at will until one machine was ex- 
hausted. They then reloaded and on command fired in 
short bursts of automatic fire until the magazines were 
exhausted. Again reloading, on command they rose and 
advanced five paces and opened rapid automatic fire 

m the hip, emptying the magazines. One soldier then 
illustrated the firing of the gun from the shoulder and 
hip, both automatically and semi-automatically. The 
ten gunners fired six magazines each, rapid fire from 
the hip. The gun was then taken apart and explained. 

Demonstrations of the heavier water cooled Browning 
machine gun, the defensive weapon, were also given. 
These guns handled 250 shots in a few seconds and were 
reloaded ready for business almost instantly. 

Both the heavy and light type gun fired the same am- 
munition that the American forces in France will use 
in the Springfields and modified Enfields—-the rimless, 
.00-caliber, cupro nickel jacketed bullets, which have a 
pressure of 50,000 pounds to the square inch when fired. 
The ammunition will be interchangeable between all 
four weapons, the Springfield, the modified Enfield, the 
light Browning automatic rifle, and the heavy Browning 
machine gun. The bullets used in the tests bore figures 
“F.A. 11.16,” showing that they were made at the Frank- 
ford Arsenal in November, 1916. 

The firing was at dummy targets, shaped like men. For 
the semi-automatic fire with the light type rifle, the first 
test, the riflemen stood in line about eight feet apart. As 
the bullets were fired the empty shells were dropped 
with remarkable regularity beside each soldier, about 
four feet to his right. 

Senators and Representatives who witnessed the 
demonstration took a hand in it. Representative Cald- 
well, of New York, was the first to try the gun. He 
fired forty rounds, both semi-automatic and automatic. 
He was followed by Senators Wadsworth, Sutherland, 
Frelinghuysen, and Reed and Representatives Kelley, of 
Michigan, and Sisson, of Alabama. The dirt flew about 
the targets as the Congressmen banged away. “The gun 
has no kick,” Representative Caldwell said. “It feels 
when you are firing it as though something were push- 
ing steadily at your shoulder. There is no kick at all.” 

Back at the longer range the heavier guns were wait- 
ing on their tripods with boxes of belted ammunition 
beside them. In blasts of ten to 250 shots at a time 
the soldiers tore up the hillside opposite, a steady spurt 
of dust marking where the bullets fell. Then came the 
dismantling and re-assembling of the weapons, and in 
this the British machine gun experts showed great in- 
terest. Without any other tool than the rim of a cart- 
ridge the guns were taken apart. Some twenty pieces 
appeared scattered on the ground. A twist here, a snap 
there, and the gun was re-assembled and back at work. 


Production of Browning Rifle. 


The Secretary of War authorized on Feb. 26 a state- 
ment as to the production of the Browning gun, which 
supplements the statement by Assistant Secretary 
Crowell, noted in our last issue. It says: The Brown- 
ing machine rifle, model of 1918, air-cooled, familiarly 
called the ‘light Browning rifle,” to be issued to the 
United States Army chiefly as an offensive weapon and 
smewes remarkable advantages which have been fully 

emonstrated, is now being maaufactured on a quantity 

basis by machine processes. The Ordnance Department 
is advised of the completion of more than 100 of these 

ns and that deliveries will continue regularly and in 
nereasing volume as shop machines are multiplied and 
manufacturing personnel developed. It is estimated that 
peak production will be reached in June, when several 
thousand guns of this type will be turned out each week 
for the Army. In this accomplishment the manufactur- 
ers are ahead of their contract promises to the Ordnance 


Department. This is gratifying, as it has been the ex- 
perience of the Government heretofore that machine gun

production has rarely met predetermined schedules, ow- 
ing to the tendency to make contract promises upon the 
most favorable estimates of “the manufacturing = 
tion, which in the ease of new machine gun production 
is particularly intricate. It is a matter of satisfaction 
that there has been no delay in bringing the quantity 
manufacture of the Browning rifle to- a point which 
promises adequate supplies for. the «trench warfare of 
the Expeditionary Force and ample opportunity to give 
the necessary training in the use of these guns to the 
mobilized army. 

The board which tested the Browning rifle last May, 
prior to its adoption by the War Department, -called 
particular attention to the manufacturing problems in- 
volved and one of its recommendations in favor of the 
rifle was that the inventor had: approached the subject 
with a full knowledge and comprehensive program to 
meet the problems of manufacture. The Browning ma- 
chine rifle is now in process of manufacture in three 
gun factories. 

Production of the Colt-Browning machine gun, model 
of 1918, water-cooled, familiarly called the “Browning 
heavy machine gun,”and intended more as a defensive 
weapon, will begin within a few weeks in four factories 
on a quantity basis by machine processes. The Ord- 
nance Department is in receipt of assurances that manu- 
facture of this type will progress on terms favorably 
comparing with the production now in view for the 
Browning. rifle. The statement concludes: “The offi- 
cial tests that have been made by the Ordnance Depart- 
ment of the Browning guns; taken in connection with 
general wecti= o-= equipment and plans, assure to 
th- 0.8. Army supremacy in this field of equipment.” 


Characteristics of the Browning Gun and Rifle. 

A further bulletin issued by the Committee on Public 
Information on Feb. 27, stated to be on authority of the 
Ordnance Department, gives the following facts con- 
cerning the Browning machine guns. The Browning 
machine rifle, model of 1918, so-called “light Browning 
rifle,” and the Browning machine gun, heavy type, model 
of 1918, so-called “Browning heavy machine gun,” the 
machine guns adopted for use by the U.S. Army, are the 
inventions of John M. Browning, distinguished firearm 
designer, inventor of several Winchester rifles, automatic 
pistols, repeating rifles, the Colt machine gun which was 
adopted by the U.S. Army and Navy, and numerous 
other arms. The Colt automatic pistol is his invention 
and was adopted by the U.S. Army, Navy and National 
Guard in 1911. The Browning machine rifle is an air- 
cooled, gas-operated gun, weighing fifteen pounds and 
resembling in appearance the ordinary service rifle. It 
may be’fired from the shoulder, the rifleman finding his 
target over sights identical with those used on the néw 
U.S. rifle, model of 1917, or from the hip, the rifleman 
finding his target by his general sense of direction, the 
latter being a knack quickly acquired through practice. 

Gas-Operated Mechanism. 

The principle of gas operation is simple. The gun is 
cocked with an easily operated handle for the first shot. 
The bullet is expelled by gases which exert a maximum 
pounds to the square inch (ordinary 
service cartridge such as is used in the U.S. rifle, model 
of 1917, and the Springfield). A small portion of this 
powder gas is taken off by the gun mechanism to act as 
power to operate the gun automatically. A cartridge 
discharged from this gun has approximately the same 
power as that fired from the U.S. rifle, model of 1917, 
or from a Springfield service rifle. Cartridges are fired 
from a detachable magazine containing twenty, or for 
special purposes forty, service cartridges. ‘The maga- 
zine may be detached by merely pressing a button and a 
néw magazine attached by one motion, this changing 
operation requiring about two and one-half seconds. 

The gun may be operated as an automatic or as a 
semi-automatic arm. There is a lever at the easy dis- 
posal of the rifleman. By putting the lever in the first 
position the gun is made to fire single shots by trigger 
release; by putting the lever in the second position the 
gun becomes automatic and ‘will fire twenty shots in 
from two and a half to three seconds; the third lever 
position is the “safe” or locking device. The designer 
intended the gun to be used more as a semi-automatic 
than as an automatic arm. 

Powder gases create terrific heat, sometimes develop- 
ing the destructive temperature of 4, degrees Fahren- 
heit. An air-cooled automatic gun therefore has its 
limitations. The Browning rifle has open and very sim- 
ple construction and cools remarkably quick. The rifle- 
man may fire 350 continuous shots from it without hav- 
ing to stop and cool the weapon. 

The chief characteristic of the gun is its extreme sim- 
plicity of construction, rendering the manufacturing 
problem correspondingly simple. It has fewer than 
twenty principal parts and possesses the great advan- 
tage of standardization, being easily and quickly taken 
apart and reassembled by the ordinary soldier. From 
the manufacturing viewpoint the gun possesses great ad- 
vantage as it may promptly be produced in large and 
increasing volume as shop machinery is multiplied and 
operating personnel developed. Used cartridges are 
ejected from the side of the gun, never crossing the sight 
of the rifleman, and coming out with sufficient force to 
clear themselves beyond his notice. A feature of the 
rifle is that thé cocking handle remains stationary while 
the gun is in operation and is so arranged that it will 
in no way hamper the gunner, thus eliminating a danger 
common to many guns. The gunner may operate the 
gun at all times without aid. Only one tool, a small 
wrench, is needed to care for the gun, as most of the 
operations of taking it down and reassembling may be 
performed by use of a cartridge as a tool. ’ 


. Tests by Wer Department Boards. 

This Browning rifle has met some remarkable tests by 
the War Department ——z the statement adds. A 
board test of a machine gun far exceeds any test that a 
gun might receive in service. Two of the features of a 
board test are applying corroding chemical to the gun 
to effect a rusting condition which could not possibly 
obtain while in the hands of a soldier, and the “dust 
test” in which sharp. abrasive dust is blown into the 
mechanism from a bellows, creating a condition of the 
gun which would cause a soldier to meet court-martial 
charges were he to so neglect his weapon. Under these 
and other prescribed tests the Browning guns were suc- 
cessfully tried out. In the official tests of the Brown- 
ing rifle the individual members of the board fired a 
number of shots from the hip and shoulder, standing, 
and from the shoulder, prone and kneeling. The shots 
were fired by these members without difficulties or mal- 
functions of any kind, and the heat of the barrel was not 
such as to interfere with the manipulation of the weapon. 

The gun was then put through an endurance test. In 
bursts of 500 or 1, a total of 20,000 shots were fired,

gun isto a barrel of cold-water. This caused the 
cylinder tube to crack, due to the sudden contraction 
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of the. metal. The gas cylinder” tubé “wag changed and 
thereafter cooling was effected by sponging off the’ barrel 
with cool water and without recurrence of a’ cracked 
tube,. The total number of malfunétions in the 20,000 
rounds, was fifty, the majority of which were due to 
causes which have béen remedied by the invertor since 
these tésts and are eliminated from the rifle as it is now 
being .manufactured. . 

The gunner carries approximately 120 rounds of am 
munition in his belt or bandoleer and his two assistants’ 
carry 400 and 240 rounds’ respectively loaded in maga- 
zines. ._The loaded magazine weighs-one pound and seven 
ounces. Thus it is possible for‘a gunner to go into bat- 
tle with a supply of about 800 rounds of ammunition. 
Cartridges are ‘stripped from clips into the magazines 
with ease, this operation requiring little time. 

Because of its portability and its automatic and semi- 
automatic functions the, Browning rifle possesses tacti- 
cal possibilities of great importance, it is added. It 
permits troops to go forward in attack with tremendous 
advantage over adversaries who do not possess equally 
efficient automatic guns. When the gunner meets a de- 
tachment of the enemy he is able to take sure aim over 
the sights and from his shoulder, mow them down, with 
from twenty to forty shots expelled almost instantly, 
while he may use only single shots and conserve his am- 
munition if the enemy target is but one soldier. Effective 
use may be made of the gun in sweeping out trenches 
and in similar tactics. The tendency of demoralization 
among troops when they are confronted by attacking 
automatic guns is a well established fact. 

Reports received from observers abroad indicate that 
the drift in the French army is decidedly towards in- 
creased use of automatic rifles of the more highly porta- 
ble type, such as the Chauchat, According to Army 
officials the Browning rifle in many essential features, 
such as reliability of function, durability, lightness and 
handiness is superior to any other light machine gun, 
and in particular is supreme over any gun of similar 
type developed by the_enemy. 

The Heavy Type Browning Gun. 

The Browning machine gun, heavy type, model of 1918, 
is water-cooled and is operated by means of the power 
created by the recoil action. It is fed from a cotton 
belt which contains 250 rounds of service cartridges. 
The belts may be rapidly loaded by means of a machine 
which is a development of the one which Mr. Browning 
devised some twenty years ago in connection with the 
Colt gun. The most remarkable features of this heavier 
type of Browning gun, as revealed by the official tests, 
are its simplicity of construction, rendering manufac- 
turing problems easy, and its great endurance. In the 
Government test 20,000 rounds were fired from this gun 
with only three stoppages, one due to a defective cart- 
ridge. In a further test firing was continued with the 
same gun to 39,000 shots, when the sear gave way. 
duplicate gun fired 20,000 shots in forty-eight minutes 
and sixteen seconds, with a malfunction and with only 
three stoppages, these being due to defective cartridges. 

e gun bg oo 34%, pounds, with the water jacket 
filled. It is fired from a tripod. It has great tactical 
value for such firing as overhead, indirect, barrage, de- 
fensive and similar uses. 

In passing on this gun the testing board reported as 
follows: “The board is of the opinion that its lightness, 
simplicity, reliability of function and endurance in action 
are such as to make it superior to any other of the so- 
called heavy water-cooled type known to the board.” 

With certain modifications this gun is applicable to 
aviation service. When used for this purpose it is 
stripped of its water jacket and weighs 2244 pounds.

1. May we ask you to publish once more under a con- 
spicuous heading the fact that troops once having passed 
the gang-plank of a ship starting on foreign service, pay 
no postage on their first class mail. 

2. Officers in camps all over the country, should trans- 
mit this information to their enlisted men, but this is 
being done in very few cases, as shown by the fact that 
ninety per cent. of the men arriving at this port have 
their letters and cards already stamped. The right to 
forward their mail without stamps is a privilege that 
has been extended to the Army and Navy and men should 
be advised by their commanding officer of their rights in 
this matter, just as much as they should of their other 
rights and privileges.

RULES FOR DUTY-FREE GIFTS. 
The Post Office Department issues the following: 
Office of Second Assistant Postmaster General, 
Washington, Feb. 18, 1918. 

Subject to the general conditions hereafter specified, 
packages containing dutiable gifts may be serit to offi- 
cers, soldiers, sailors or marines, who are members of 
the American Expeditionary Forces temporarily serving 
in the United Kingdom, and the packages delivered free 
of duty, provided : 

(a) That the contents of the parcels are bona fide 
gifts; (6) that the quantity of dutiable articles in the 
parcels is not excessive for the personal requirements 
of the individual addressee; and (c) that the parcels 
are addressed for delivery to the regimental address of 
the recipient. 

When the conditions are complied with as stated in 
the foregoing, there is a further extension of the free- 
of-duty privilege granted to American officers, soldiers, 
sailors and marines serving in the United Kingdom in 
British regiments or units, or in the British navy, pro- 
vided that the packages containing gifts are directed to 
the addressees care of the American Red Cross Society, 
eare Committee for American Soldiers and Sailors, 154 
New Bond street, W. 1, London England. 

(Nore.—Gift parcels for members of the American 
Medical Officers’ Reserve Corps serving in British Mili- 
tary or Voluntary Aid Hospitals should be addressed 
care of the American Care Committee, if waiver of duty 
is desired.)

Personal Shipments to Our Soldiers and Sailors Abroad. 
The War Trade Board announces that a special lice 
No. R.A.C. 43, has been issued through the Custo; 


Service and the Post Office Department, covering 
shipments as may be made by persons in this country to, 
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and for the personal use of, individuals serving in the 
U.S. Army or"Navy or the American Red Cross abroad. 
This license does not permit any shipments by persons 
in this country to American prisoners of war, but has 
been issued in orer to facilitate small personal ship- 
ments to our soldiers and sailors and Red Cross workers 
by doing away with the necessity of securing an indi- 
vidual export license for each exportation. Shipments 
by mail under this license must be made in accordance 
with the rulings and regulations of the Post Office De- 
partment, shortly to be published. If it becomes nec- 
essary later to limit this licence to certain specified 
commodities, notice will be given through the press.

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THE SIXTY-FIFTH CONGRESS. 
SECOND SESSION. 


Favorably Reported in the Senate. 

Favorable report has been made in the Senate on S. 
121, 3528, 3778, 3800, 3801, 3802, 3803. 

S. 121, seeks to prevent the desecration of the flag of 
our country by its use in advertisements and as trade- 
marks, and in other ways wif have no patriotic pur- 
pose, but which yield pecuniary returns. The bill per- 
mits the use of flags and banners by military and patri- 
otie organizations. 

S. 3778, as amended by the committee, provides that 
“There shall be in the Department of War an Assistant 
Secretary, a Second Assistant Secretary, and a Third 
Assistant Secretary, each of whom shall be appointed 
by the President, by and with advice and consent of 
Senate, and shall perform such duties in the Department 
of War as shall be prescribed by the Secretary or as 
may be required by law. The Assistant Secretary shall 
be entitled to a salary of $6,000 a year; the Second As- 
sistant and Third Assistant Secretary each $5,000 a year. 

S. 3528 would suspend for the present emergency Sec- 
tions 45, 46 and 56 of National Defense Act, and would 
authorize detail of officers of the Army, either active 
or retired, not above grade of colonel, for duty as pro- 
fessors and assistant professors of military science and 
tactics at institutions where one or more units of the 
Reserve Officers’ Training Corps are maintained; total 
number of active officers so detailed not to exceed 1,000, 
and no officer shall be so detailed who has not had at 
least. one year’s commissioned service in the Army. Would 
also authorize detail of active or retired non-commis- 
sioned officers, the total number of active non-coms. not 
to exceed 3,000, and shall be additional in their grades. 
Would also authorize issue of arms, tentage, and equip- 
ment for military training by the Government to schools 
and colleges other than those provided for in Section 47 
of the National Defense Act. 

S. 3800 provides that each enlisted man, discharged 
to accept a commission, and afterwards discharged from 
such commissioned status, shall be restored to _grade 
held before being discharged to accept such commission, 
provided that such enlisted man shall-again enlist within 
three months of the date of his discharge as an officer. 
The War Department has found in practice that certain 
excellent non-commissioned officers of many years of 
service have declined temporary promotion because of the 
fear that they might jeopardize, by acceptance of such 
commission, their status with respect to service as en- 
listed “men of the Army. It has taken some of these 
non-commissioned officers many yéars of service to attain 
the position they now hold, and they naturally do not 
eare to give up such positions for temporary commis- 
sions, and then start at the bottom and try to regain 
their former status. 

S. 3801 would amend the law of May 18, 1917, so as 
to authorize the President to fill, without nomination to 
Senate, vacancies in the Regular Army resulting from 
appointments to higher grades in forces other than the 
Regular Army by temporary promotions and appoint- 
ments up to and including the grade of colonel. This 
authority has already been granted in the cases of offi- 
cers up to and including colonel in the National Army 
and National Guard, and there seems to the conrmittee 
no good reason why the President alone should not have 
similar authority with respect to temporary promotions 
in the Regular Army, as much time would be saved and 
administration aided thereby. 

S. 3803 would authorize the President during the exist- 
ing emergency to sell war supplies, materials, and equip- 
ment heretofore or hereafter purchased, acquired, or 
manufactured by the United States. 








Favorably Reported in the House. 

Favorable reports have been made in the House on 
H.R. 7327, 7638, 8986, 8983, 9390, 9898, 9902, 9903. 

H.R. 7327 would penalize by loss of pay officers and 
men for time they are absent from duty on account of 
injury, as well as sickness, resulting from their own in- 
temperant useof drugs or alcoholic liquors, or other 
misconduct. - 

H.R. 7638 would authorize the Secretary of the Navy 
to make payment to the employees of the Navy for leave 
not taken and used by the employees. This bill does not 
require the employee to surrender any leave, but leaves 
it entirely optional with the employee and authorizes the 
Secretary of the Navy to make payment and compensa- 
tion for such leave surrendered. The committee is of 
the opinion that this bill is very desirable at this time 
in view of the great volume of work being done at the 
navy yards and naval stations and the necessity of com- 
pleting this work as early as possible. 

H.R. 8986 would authorize cash rewards to civilian 
employees of the Navy Department or the Naval Estab- 
lishment or other persons in civil life when due to a 
suggestion or series of suggestions by them there re- 
sults an improvement or economy in manufacturing 
process or plant or naval material. 

H.R. 8983 would authorize the designations of Navy 
mail clerks and assistant Navy mail clerks for duty at 
stations and shore establishments under the jurisdiction 
of the Navy Department where the services of such mail 
clerks and assistant mail clerks may be considered nec- 
essary. 

H.R. 9390 would transfer the National Naval Volun- 
teers, established by the Act of Aug. 29, 1916, to Class 2 
of the Naval Reserve Force, created by the same act. 
Under existing law these two bodies are separate and 
distinct organizations, working toward the same end, 
but requiring two separate administrations, -which in- 
volves much additional work and expense and results in 
great confusion. By this transfer both organizations,;are 
combined under one head, which, the committee believes, 
will result in economy. co-operation, and greater effi- 
ciency of the Service. The committee held an extensive 
hearing on this bill, at which representatives of the Navy, 
Naval Reserve Force, and National Naval Volunteers 
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were heard, and all recommended the passage of this bill 
and its enactment into law. 

H.R. 9898 would establish in the Coast Artillery Corps 
of the Regular Army an Army mine planter service. 
_ H.R. 9902 is the same as S. 3801, favorably reported 
in the Senate, as noted above. 
_ H.R. 9903 is the same as 8. 3800, favorably reported 
in the Senate, as noted above. 





Temporary promotion, Navy and Marine Corps, Retired. 

Reporting 8. 3126, to grovte temporary promotion 
for retired officers of the Navy and Marine Corps per- 
forming active duty during the period of the present 
war, the House Committee on Military Affairs strikes 


out the text of the Senate bill and inserts in its place 


the following : 


That hereafter, during existence of war or of a national 
emergency declared by the President to exist, any commis- 
sioned or warrant officer of Navy, Marine Corps, or Coast 
Guard, retired, may, in discretion of Secretary of Navy, be 
ordered to active duty at sea or on shore; and any retired 
officer performing such active duty in time of war or national 
emergency, declared as aforesaid, shall be entitled to promo- 
tion on retired list to grade or rank, not above that of lieu- 
tenant commander in Navy or major in Marine Oorps or 
captain in Coast Guard, and shall thereafter receive pay and 
allowances thereof, which his total active service as an officer 
both prior and subsequent to retirement, in manner rendered 
by him, would have enabled him to attain in due course of 
Promotion had such service been rendered continuously on 
active list during period of time last past. 

That during existence of war or of a national emergency, 
declared as aforesaid, any commissioned or warrant officer of 
Navy, Marine Corps, or Coast Guard, retired, while on active 
duty, may be temporarily advanced to and commissioned in 
such higher grade or rank on retired list, not above that of 
lieutenant commander in Navy or major in Marine Corps or 
captain in Coast Guard, as the President may determine, and 
any officer so advanced shall, while on active duty, be entitled 
to same pay and allowances as officers of like grade or rank 
on active list: Provided, That any such commissioned or war- 
rant officer who have been so temporarily advanced in grade 
or rank shall, upon his relief from active duty, or in any case 
not later than six months after termination of war or of 
national emergency, declared as aforesaid, revert to grade or 
rank on retired list and to pay and allowance status which he 
would have held had he not been so temporarily advanced: 
Provided further, That nothing in this Act shall operate to 
— pay and allowances now allowed by law to retired 
officers. 





The Secretary of the Navy transmits a tentative draft 
of bill to amend Section 13, of Article 8, of Section 1624 
of the Revised Statutes of the United States, relative 
to the receipt on board a vessel of the Navy of goods, 
merchandise, or treasure, for freight or safe-keeping. 
The bill would punish any person in the Navy who 
“takes, receives, or permits to be taken or received, on 
board the vessel to which he is-attached, any goods, 
merchandise, or treasure, for freight, sale, traffic, or 
safe-keeping without authority from the President or 
Secretary of the Navy; or takes or receives, or permits 
to be taken or received, any compensation for such 
services.” 

The Alien Slacker bill, barring from citizenship and 
authorizing the. deportation of aliens of draft age who 
claim exemption from military service, was passed by 
the House Feb. 27 by a vote of 344 to 21. The bill also 
authorizes the drafting of aliens for agricultural and 
manufacturing work. The State Department, which has 
signed draft treaties with Great Britain and is com- 
pleting similar treaties with France and Italy, opposes 
the Alien Slacker bill on the ground that it might em- 
barrass the United States in its negotiations. The bill 
is applicable only to citizens of countries at war with 
Germany who are eligible to American citizenship and 
provides not only that they shall be forever barred from 
citizenship in the United States, but that they shall be 
deported as son as practicable. 





LONGEVITY PAY BILL QUASHED. 


Once again, and with a negative result for the twenty- 
first time, an attempt was made in the House of Repre- 
sentatives on Feb. 20 to pass the bill (H.R. 1691) 
which purposed to give the Court of ‘Claims jurisdiction 
over claims of certain officers of the Army for longevity 
pay for the four years spent at the U.S. Military Acad- 
emy, which claims were denied by the Comptroller of 
the Treasury in the years between 1890 and 1908. In 
presenting the bill Mr. Webp said, after stating the pur- 
pose of the measure: “All longevity claims for pdy prior 
to that time have been paid. All longevity claims for 
pay after 1908 have been paid. The Supreme Court has 
ruled that. they ought to be paid; that the attendance 
of these officers at the Military and Naval Academies 
was part of their service and, as part of their service, 
they are entitled to be paid for same. Under the rulings 
of the Comptroller for the period between 1890 and 1908 
those claims have been denied entirely, and the purpose 
of this bill is to allow officers whose claims were denied 
during 1890 to 1908 to file their claims and receive their 
pay under the law as construed by the Supreme Court 
of the United States.” 

Mr. Graham, the principal advocate of the bill, ar- 
gued that as this matter stood now one class of Regular 
Army officers were discriminated against by the Govern- 
ment, these being the officers who presented their claims 
for longevity pay (based on their four years at the U.S. 
Military Academy) in the years stated above when the 
then ruling authority in the Comptroller’s office refused 
to admit that a decision of the Supreme Court was the 
law of the larid in se far as this mater of longevity pay 
was concerned. He stated that only $500,000 was involved, 
since that amount of money would settle every known 
claim covered by the operation of this measure. Mr. Can- 
non voiced an objection to the bill on the point that its 
language, referring to enlisted men, opened a pathway 
into a broader road where, he implied, the grafter would 
abound. Mr. Borland, of Missouri, made a sharp at- 
tack on West Point graduates in general, saying among 
other things: 

“These men have had a military education at the ex- 
pense of the United States, costing $20,000 in round 
numbers to each man, and they were paid to take it. 
The United States confers an education free, at a cost 
of $20,000, to every man who is educated there. It 
seems to me it is a strange thing in time of war to 
come here and ask that half a million dollars, or a mil- 
lion dollars, be paid to men who have already had that 
advantage. The question to-day is, Why is West Point? 
When we need officers we have to go out and get volun- 
teer officers. That is what happened to us in every war 
we have had. When we got this National Army we 
trained 43,000 officers in training camps in three months. 
We took the bright young men from your district and 
from mine and sent them out there, and in three months” 
time they came out able to command this great army of 
democracy. And yet these men setting up these claims 





had four years of training, and some of them have never 
sree . on te defense ,* - United yore Hey are 
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have had but three months’ tra’ in a training camp, 
to command our armies when we are the most 
desperate fight that our Government ever 3; and 
here is a lot of men who had four years’ training at 
Government expense, and were paid to take it, 

for longevity pay. I venture the assertion that most of 
them nevér rendered any service to the Government.” 

Mr. Platt interrupted the speaker at this point to 
ask: “Those 43,000 officers that the gentleman refers 
to were trained chiefly by West Point graduates, were 
they not?” ‘ ; 

Continuing his harangue, Mr. Borland said: “No; I 
do not say that they were chiefly trained by West Point 
graduates. I want to call the attention of my friend 
from New York to this fact, that before this war broke 
out the great majority of the officers of the line in the 
U.S. Army were not West Point graduates. I will call 
on the members of the Committee on Military Affairs 
for verification of that statement, that the majority of 
the officers of the line in the U.S. Army have never 
been through West Point. I have never been able to 
understand why a great military academy such as we 
have, maintained at enormous expense, could never fur- 
nish more than a minor percentage of American, officers 
in time of peace, and not furnish even a nucleus in time 
of war. These men in the training camps were trained 
by men a majority of whom had never seen West Point, 
and most of them had served in the National Guard of 
the various States. * * * ‘There has always been a 
disposition manifested by Congress, especially by the 
House of Representatives, not to pay these claims, not 
to go back into the past, and allow these claims to be 
drummed up against the United States and bunched at 
this time. It does seem to me that if we took that. posi- 
tion in time of peace, when this Government had a com- 
paratively small military burden upon it, when we might 
perhaps indulge this idea that Army officers were some- 
what men of the rank of nobility in our country, we cer- 
tainly can not take that position in time of war. A 
man who goes through West Point does not get a patent 
of nobility. He gets an education at public expense to 
serve his nation, and I have never been able to believe 
that he was entitled to any special consideration be- 
cause he had an opportunity to go to West Point. Thou- 
sands of other good men do not have the opportunity, yet 
when the time comes they serve their country just as 
bravely and just as capably as the men who went through 
West Point. They did not have the opportunity, and 
we are just simply making discrimination in this lon- 
gevity matter between men who had a splendid oppor- 
tunity to go through West Point, and to be paid for do- 
ing it, and men who served their country without any 
such inducement.” : 

Mr. Graham had read into the record the following 
letter from Secretary of War Baker suggesting the legis- 
lation embodied in the bill: 

“The question of counting cadet service and service 
as enlisted men arose some years ago, and the then 
Comptroller of the Treasury ruled that service as a cadet 
at West Point was not considered service in the Army. 
The matter finally reached the Supreme Court, and on 
March 11, 1889, that body ventured a decision that— 

“Cadets at West Point were always part of the 
Army, and that service as a cadet was always actual 
service in the Army,’ etc. 

“It appears that the claims of all of those officers 
which were presented prior to 1908 were disallowed, but 
that the officers who presented identical claims r an- 
other decision of the assistant comptroller in May, 1908, 
had their claims allowed and paid. The present Comp- 
troller of the Treasury declares himself powerless to re- 
open such claims, no matter how just they may. be, un- 
less authorized by Congress to do so. 

“Accordingly, I have the honor to recommend that 
suitable legislation be enacted authorizing the Comp- 
troller of the Treasury to reopen the claims of all officers 
who are entitled to longevity pay under the act cited.” 

A motion to strike out the enacting clause, made by 
Representative Cannon of Illinois, resulted in a vote of 
172 yeas to 141 nays, this defeating the bi

LOSS OF THE U.S.S. CHEROKEE. 


The U.S. Navy sea-going tug Cherokee was sunk dur- 
ing a fifty-mile gale on Feb. 26, about fifteen miles from 
the Maryland coast, and it is feared that twenty-cight 
lives were lost, including Lieut. Edward D. Newell, U.S. 
N.R.F., her commander. The following are the known 
dead at this writing, whose bodies were recovered and 
taken to the Philadelphia Navy Yard:

The ten survivors who were landed safely at Philadel- 
phia are: Boatswain E. M. Sennott, U.S.N.R.F., 521

The Cherokee was an old vessel, but was overhauled 
and made seaworthy when taken over by the Navy De- 
partment. She was formerly the tug Edgar F. Lucken- 
bach. 

Lieutenant Newell had served as second mate on the 
Merchants’ and Miners Line vessels. He enlisted in the 
Navy in April, 1917, and was sent to the naval training 
school at Boston for a course in navigation.

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NAVAL AVIATORS’ PAY. 


Following closely upon the War Department recom- 
mendation for the elimination of extra pay for aviators 
comes the letter of the Secretary of the Navy, dated 
Feb. 21, requesting Congress to repeal the present laws 
which provide extra pay and allowances for officers and 
enlisted men of the naval service engaged im fiying 
duties and providing in lieu thereof a reasonable in- 
crease in the death or disability compensation for them, 
ig it should be decided that the present compensation, 
applicable to all, is insufficient. The Secretary is of 
the opinion that those engaged in flying duties in the 
Army and in the Navy should be placed on the same 
footing in this matter. He says: 

“The increase of pay for those on fiying duty is wrong 
in principle, for such SS duty does not involve any greater 
hardships than those endured by those serving afloat, 
particularly in the zone of hostile operations, and be- 
cause the imcrease of pay is no longer necessary in order 
te obtain the requisite personnel. Although this extra 
pay was advisable and warranted while aviation was in 
an experimental stage, it is comsidered that the art of 
flying and the material developments of aircraft have 

progressed to such an extent that additional pay for 
those engaged in flying duties is no longer justified “on 
the score of extra hazards, ‘especially in time of war. 
The granting of such extra pay to those neu in fiy- 

ing produces an element of unfairness and injustice, 
 . it is considered that there are other officers and 
enlisted men operating in the face of the enemy on 
service that is both more hazardous and arduous. It is 
known that General beg me J holds substantially the 
same views regarding the inadvisability of retaining the 
present increased rank, pay and allowances for those in 
the Army engaged in fising duties, and it is understood 
that recommendation has been made by the Secretary of 
War for the repeal of these provisions for the Army. I 
am of the opinion that a generous: compensation for 
death or disability actually incurred in flying should be 
provided, and in this connection the terms of the act of 
Oct. 6, i917, commonly known as the soldiers’ and sail- 
ors’ insurance act, which provide for such compensation, 
should be considered as to whether they are sufficiently 
generous for those incurring death or disability in fiy- 
ing duties, if the extra pay and allowances for such per- 
scennel are repealed.” 
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‘NOTES FROM THE NAVY HEARINGS. 


The Navy Department counts on having 100 of the 
new 200-foot type ship, that are to be built at the Ford 
plant in Detroit, in commission this year. 

Fifty “bare ships” are to be taken over shortly by the 
Navy Department from the Shipping Board and these 
will have to be manned and officered by the Navy. The 
ships are to be used for carrying both troops and sup- 
plies. 

Secretary Daniels has put before the House Commit- 
tee on Naval Affairs the question as to whether the 
Navy Department should build a railroad to Indianhead 
at a cost of .000 or should authorize a private com- 
pany to build it and advance $350,000, the money to be 
paid to : Government in freights.

NOTES OF OUR TROOPS ABROAD. 

An economic agreement with Spain, under which Gen- 
eral Pershing will get mules, army blankets and other 
materials in that country in return for cotton, oil and 
other commodities from the United States, was signed 
in Madrid on Feb. 21. The negotiations had been in 
progress for more than a month. They followed the re- 
fusal of Spain to supply a large number of mules, 200,- 
000 blankets and other materials ordered by General 
Pershing last month. ‘The official reason given for the 
failure to fill the order was said to have been that the 
Spanish railroad system had broken down and it was 
impossible to handle goods destined for France. 

General Pershing has received a number of 12-inch 
rifles which, mounted on specially designed carriages, are 
on the American fighting front. 

At the request of General Pershing the War Work 
Council of the Y.M.C.A., which already has 350 can- 
teens in France, is to form an organization to take en- 
tire charge of the association’s Army canteen system in 
France. ‘Phe head of this organization will be Herbert 
I. Pratt, vice president of the Standard Oil Company, 
and Alex N. MeFadyen, of Detroit, superintendent of 
a chain of five and ten-cent stores in the Middle West, 
will be director general. Mr. McFadyen said the first 
move would be to standardize prices in all Army can- 
teens and make prices as low as possible, although they 
had been asked by the French government not to under- 
sell small merchants. 

A cablegram forwarded to the Surgeon General of the 
Army at Washington on Feb. 25 mentions the great 
value of the garments volunteer Red Cross workers are 
making in the United States for the American Expedi- 
fionary Forces. ‘The message contains General Per- 
shing’s appreciation of the work done. It recommends 
that the Medical Department accept an offer of 100,000 
convalescent uniferms which have been made ‘~ ‘meri- 
can women. General Pershing calls attent vo the 
fact that the Medical Department is buying grt. quanti- 
ties of pajamas, operating gowns, bathrobes and con- 
valescent suits in the open market, when the Red Cross 
has offered to supply the articles gratis. This is likely 
to result in duplication of the supply and an unneces- 
sary demand for tonnage. 

Prominent hotel keepers at Aix-les-Bains in France, 
which is now turned into a resting camp for American 
soldiers returning from the trenches, have opened a 
subscription fund for the purchase of a statue to Presi- 
dent Wilson, which will be erected in an important 
square in the center of the town. The American sol- 
diers, eager to show their patriotism, are liberal sub- 
scribers to the fund and it is expected the money needed 
will be collected quickly. The French are also con- 
tributing freely to the fund. 

The American Y.M.A. has opened at 5 Cavendish 
Square, London, W. 1, an inn for the officers of the U.S. 
Army and Navy. 

At the request of the French soldiers, the French mili- 
tary authorities have presented 300,000 illustrated post 
cards to the American Expeditionary Force. 

“About 100 wounded and invalid soldiers already have 
been brought back from France and now are under treat- 
ment in this country,” said Major Harry BE. Mock, M. 
R.C., in a lecture on “Reconstruction and Human Con- 
servation” in the New York Academy of Medicine on 
Feb. 25. “The work of surgical reconstruction of its 
wounded already is being done by the United States. 
Of course it is on a small scale now, but the stream of 
wounded from abroad has begun and it will grow steadily 
larger.” Major Mock said that the work is being done 
at the Columbia ‘War Hospital in New York city; the 
Walter Reed Hospital, Washington, D.C., and the Fort 
Mcflenry Hospital, Baltimore. 

«aa a guide books ‘to Northern France 

and Belgium.” ‘This is the appeal that is being sent 
out by the American Library Association War Service. 
Officers and men alike are calling for books of informa- 
tion en the land in which they are fighting. The famous 
German guide book is no longer purchasable in this coun- 
try. Because of this the A.L.A. is calling on all Ameri- 
can travelers on whese book shelves rest Baedekers for 
France, Belgium or Italy to answer the appeal of the 
soldiers. All the owner of a Baedeker has to do is to 
turn his copy over to the nearest public library. The 
American Library Association, through its overseas ser- 
vice, will do the rest.

The dis- 
charge was approved by Secretary Baker on Feb. 25. It 
is understood that he was declared temporarily unfit 


by a special board. 

“The machine gun range located at the base of the 
hill near the 31st Division headquarters at Camp Wheel- 
er, Ga.,” says Brig. Gen. John L. Hayden, command- 
ing, under date of Feb. 25, “is officially designated as 
the Barber Machine Gun Range in honor of ist Lieut. 
Frank Barber, Dorset Regiment, attached Machine Gun 
Corps, British army, whose ability, energy and enthusi- 
asm have done much to advance the machine gun training 
of the division, and whose grit, courage and good cheer, 
following the recent accidental explosion which resulted 
in his serious injury, are an example and an inspiration 
to this entire command.” 

Capt. Clyde EB. Winterton, 113th Inf., U.S.N.G. (for- 
merly 4th N.J.), has been found guilty by a G.C.M. of 
disrespect to a superior officer and was sentenced to be 
confined to the limits of the regimental camp for three 
months. He admitted that he referred to Major Gen. 
Charles G. Morton, the divisional commander, as a 
“tough old bird” and had declared that General Morton 
“is as popular as smallpox.” The offenses were said to 
have been committed on a Southern railroad train on 
Dee. 12 while the accused officer was conversing with 
persons en route from Washington to Anniston. He was 
at that time returning from a leave, and some parts of 
his conversation were overheard and reported to Gen- 
eral Morton. The court was composed entirely of New 
Jersey officers; Lieut. Col. Henry Lohman, of Jersey 


City, was its president. General Morton, in reviewing the 
proceedings, said: “Thé court failed to find the accused 
guilty of conduct unbecoming an officer and gentleman, 
but found him guilty of disrespect toward his command- 
ing general. The action of the court shows a lack of 
appreciation of the standards required of an officer in 
the Army of the United States. The sentence is inade- 
quate for the offense of which the accused is found 
guilty.” 

Lieut. Col. J. H. Allen, M.R.C., and Major Milton 
Beard, M.C., officers at Camp Zachary Taylor, Ky., ac- 
cording to a press dispatch, have been ordered by the 
War Department to appear before a court-martial for 
trial in connection with the death of Pvt. Otto Murray, 
a selectman from Cumberland County, Ky. Murray, it 
was said, was ordered back into training before he had 
recovered from an attack of measles: The case against 
Lieutenant Colonel Allen is understood to be based on 
the technicality that, as head of the Medical Reserve 
Corps, he was responsible for the acts of his subordi- 
nates, 

The esprit de corps of the 306th Colored Infantry, 
National Army, on duty at Camp Upton, N.Y., under 
command of Col. James A. Moss, has been thoroughly 
well demonstrated in connection with the Buffalo Audi- 
torium recently dedicated to the regiment at that camp. 
This auditorium was built at a cost of $40,000, and of 
that amount the officers and men of the regiment con- 
tributed $14,000. ‘The auditorium was recently dedi- 
cated with Assistant Secretary of War Crowell as the 
guest of honor. Other guests included Major Gen. John 
3iddle, Acting Chief of Staff; Brig. Gen. Evan M. John- 
son, Acting Commander 77th Division, and all the bri- 
gade and regimental commanders as well as nearly all 
the field officers at Camp Upton, in addition to a num- 
ber of prominent people from New York. This audi- 
torium is not only the largest building at Camp Upton, 
but it is claimed to be the largest building in any of the 
cantonments. It has a frontage of 135 feet and a depth 
of 175 feet, with a seating capacity of 5,000 persons. 
The auditorium is not only used for amusements, such 
as moving pictures, basketball and football games, 
vaudeville performances, etc., but it is also used as a 
drill and instruction hall in stormy weather. Its desig- 
nation as the “Buffalo Auditorium” is due to the fact 
that colored regiments in the old days of Indian war- 
fare on the plains were called “Buffalo Soldiers” by the 
Indians, because their color, like the buffalo, was black, 
and they were determined fighters. 
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VARIOUS NAVAL ITEMS. 

Secretary of the Navy Daniels announced on Feb. 26 
the appointment of 171 more enlisted men of the Navy 
as temporary warrant officers. 

Comdr. Herbert G. Sparrow, U.S.N., who has been 
acting as naval censor for several months, has been re- 
lieved and ordered to a sea post. His successor has not 
yet been selected. 

Women aspirants to radio operators’ positions in the 
Navy and Naval Reserve Force were notified by the 
Navy Department on Feb. 28 that women are not de- 
siréd for such positions because they call for long experi- 
ence and for both land and sea duty. Women tele- 
graphers were advised that they could perform a patri- 
otic service by accepting employment with one of the 
commercial telegraph companies, thereby releasing men 
for military duty. 

It was reported in Detroit on Feb. 26 that a naval 
training station was to be established at River Rouge, 
the Detroit suburb, where the Ford Motor Company is 
to build the new 200-foot type patrol boats for the U.S. 
Navy. 

Midshipman W. F. Griswold, manager of the Navy 
crew at Annapolis, is to represent the Naval Academy 
Athletic Association at the meeting of the stewards of 
the Henley Regatta of 1918, which will be held in New 
York city on March 2. An effort is being made to have 
the regatta take place on the Severn River. 

Secretary Daniels has commended V. R. Petty, machin- 
ist’s mate, second class, U.S.N.R.F., for his heroie action 
in jumping overboard on the night of Jan. 27, 1918, and 
rescuing from drowning John B. McGinley, storekeeper, 
third class, U.S.N., who had fallen overboard from the 
U.S.S. Kennedy. 

William-B. Gray. ship’s cook, third class, U.S. Naval 
Reserve Force, has been commended for his bravery and 
skill in making a trip over the ice of the North Caro- 
lina sounds on Jan. 11, 1918, in the ship’s boat, to 
which runners had been attached, and bringing provi- 
sions to the keeper of the Roanoke Marshes Lighthouse. 
This portion of the North Carolina sounds has been 
closed by ice for nearly: three weeks and the assistance 
Gray rendered was greatly needed. The currents 
through this sound are strong and irregular, the ice 
badly broken, dangerous and unusually difficult to trav- 
erse, and the trip made by Gray was dangerous and 
difficult. 
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The prospects are good for a favorable report from the 
House Committee on Naval Affairs on the bill (H.R. 
9747) that would authorize temporary increased rank 
and pay for certain officers of the U.S. Coast Guard dur- 
ing the period of the present war. The bill will be 
amended in committee, more particularly in respect to 
the length of total service, as a number of the members 
of the committee seem to favor the idea of having run- 
ning mates for length of commissioned service included. 
During the present week Senator Lodge introduced a 
similar bill in the Senate, the only addition being a sec- 
tion fixing the rank of district superintendents and giv- 
ing them the allowances which pertain to their rank. 
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Lieut. Comdr. J. W. Bunkley, U.S.N., notes that in 
his “Military and Naval Recognition Book” the insignia 
of a general in the Army is correctly given, according 
to the latest information of the War Department. The 
plate on page 83 shows the general’s shoulder mark in- 
signia as either four stars, or two stars and an eagle, 
at the option of the wearer. The hat cords of field 
clerks are black and gold. At the time the book went to 
press the colors were black and white. Minor correc- 
tions in this excellent volume, due to the fact that it 
wellt to press just as certain changes were made, are to 
be ineorporated in the next edition. 
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Capt. Godfrey L. Carden, of the U.S. Coast Guard 
Service, was appointed on Feb. 26 captain of the Port 
of New York, a new office created by executive order of 
President Wilson. He will have arbitrary powers over 
all vessels entering or leaying this port from the time 
they clear their pier heads to the time they pass beyond

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Secretary of the Treasury McAdoo announced on Feb. 
20 that Major S. Herbert Wolfe has been detailed to the 
Treasury Department by the Secretary of War for work 
in connection with the Bureau of War Risk Insurance. 
Major Wolfe, who is one of the leading actuaries in the 
United States, recently returned from France, where he 
organized the European offices of the U.S. Army for the 
administration of the Military and Naval Insurance Act. 
He had previously gone to Canada, at the instance of 
the Secretary of Labor, and made an exhaustive inves- 
tigation of the governmental provisions for the depend- 
ents of enlisted men. Major Wolfe took part in the 
drafting of the Military and Naval Insurance Act and 
attended the initial conference called by Secretary Me- 
Adoo last summer. He is a fellow of the Royal Statis- 
tical Society of Great Britain and the American Statis- 
tical Association, the author of many treatises on actu- 
arial subjects and a recognized authority on social leg- 
islation. 
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Frederick M. Robinson, thirty-seven years old, of No. 
527 West 121st street, New York city, was arrested 


Feb. 19, accused of posing as a captain in the U.S. Army 
and passing worthless checks, obtaining money from some 
of the big department stores and other business concerns. 
He wore a captain’s uniform at the time of arrest. Louis 
Liggett & Co. and John ‘Wanamaker make specific com- 
plaints, the former alleging that Robinson obtained $180 
by giving a fraudulent check and the latter charging 
that by the same token he got the uniform he wore and 
other clothing from the store. The American Red Cross 
Society also was swindled. More than a hundred com- 
plaints, it is said, were made to the War Department 
since’ November 13, last, charging that a man in the 
uniform of a captain had been swindling business firms 
in New York.
